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THE SENATE TALKS ALL DAY AND 
MAKES AN APPROPRIATION. 
FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS VOTED TO ERAD- 
ICATE THE FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE 

AFTER TWO DAYS OF TALE. 

WaAsHINGTON, March 17.—During the dis- 
cussion of Mr. Plumb’s resolution appropriating 
$25,000 for the stamping out of the foot and 
mouth disease Senator Ingalls said on Friday 
that the doctrine of State rights and State 
Bovercignty died hard, but he thought it was 
moribund and would in the course of time be 
buried. “If any Senator,” he added, * upon the 
opposite side of the chamber can tell me what 
power a majority of Congress cannot exercise 
under the Constitution, according to the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court in the legal tender 
case, I shall be very much instructed.” 
The remsrks of Mr. Ingalls seem to have 
troubled the Democratic Senators, and to-day 
the Senate had to listen for four hours to disser- 
tations upon the subject of State rights in all its 
forms. Mr. Blair made an ineffectual attempt to 
get before the Senate his bill giving national aid 
to common schools, but the Senators insisted 
upon discussing Mr. Plumb’s resolution. Mr. 
Bayard opened the debate with a long argu- 
ment against the measure, contending that 
Congress had no constitutional power to 
pass such a Dill. It would, he said, 
be a dangerous opening for governmental 
liability for the results of eradicating the disease, 
and would probably take $2,500,000 out of the 
Treasury to pay for cattle killed. Mr. Bayard 
dealt with State rights at some length, and con- 
tended that the proposed legislation belonged to 
the States, and not to Congress. During his 
speech the Delaware Senator quoted Mr. Ingalls’s 
remarks on the legal-tender decision, and said: 
“If the Senator's construction of that decision 
is right, itis not merely a decision of a case, 
but a revolutionary proclamation that com- 
pletely ends the Government of the United States 
as it was originally designed and as it has been 
defined by every man who has undertaken to 
write or speak or vote in relation to it and its 

wers. I am not prepared to acceptsuch a 
efinition of a decision of so respected a tribunal. 
“It is perfectly clear,” Mr. Bayard added, * that 
according to every theory of construction, there 
was always the fundamental concession that the 
residuum of power not expressed in the Constitu- 
tion was reserved to and belonged not tothe 
Government of the United States, but to 
the States respectively and to the people 
of the States. When that rule shall be departed 
from or abandoned, the true Government of this 
country has been forsaken and abandoned by 
those who owed it, at al! times, their allegiance, 
their obedience, and their steady support.”” Mr, 
Bayard offered an amendment designed to defeat 
the purpose of Mr. Plumb’s measure. He pro- 
posed that the appropriation’shou!d be made to 
obtain and disseminate information in relation 
to the treatment, cure, and prevention of the 
foot and mouth disease. 

Mr. Pendleton followed the lead of Mr. Bayard 
in advocating State rights,and declared, in a 
carefully prepared speech, that he was the 
strongest kind ofa State rights man. He would 
contine the powers of the Federal Government 
to the narrowest possible limits consistent with 
preserving for the Nation the respect of the 
other nations of the world. Mr. Cullom asserted 
his belief in the power of Congress to pass the 
measure, and urged the necessity of doing so. 
Mr. Garland also supported the resolution, 
and then Mr. Bayard made another at- 
tack upon it. Mr. Hawley also talked of 
State and Federal rights, and concluded that the 

roposed legislation belonged primarily to the 
Siates, but that Congress could regulate the 
transportation of cattic between the States. Mr. 
Plumb declared that to negative his proposition 
would be to say that the Federal Government 
was absolutely powerless to do anything to pro- 
tect the country. Mr. Harris argued against the 
right of Congress to pass such a measure, and 
moved to postpone it indefinitely. Only 14 Sena- 
tors voted with him, andthe motion was lost. 
Mr. Hoar, who had moved on _ Friday 
to. postpone the subject for a _ week, 
withdrew that motion, but Mr. Sherman re- 
newed it. He had no constitutional scruples 
against the resolution, but it was inadequate and 
impractical, and if passed at all it ought to be 

rafted on the Pleuro-pneumonia bill. Mr.

man replied by moving toe take up the Pleuro- 
pneumonia bill then and there. Mr. Blair fought 
tor a recognition of his educational bill, until, to 
keep the peace, Mr. Sherman withdrew both of 
his motions. An amendment requiring the 
consent of the State authorities to the 
use of the appropriation in any State 
was beaten, and ove extending the pro- 
visions of the resolution to any State or 
Territory was adopted. Mr. Morgan made a plea 
for State rights, and Mr. Plumb asked that the 
appropriation be raised to $50.000. This was 
done, and after Mr. Bayard had again urged his 
amendment, it was defeated by alarge majority. 
The resolution as amended was finally adopted by 
a vote of 29 to 14, its consideration having taken 
up the time of the Senate for twodays. The 
chances are that the whole subject will be gone 
over again in the debate upon the Pleuro-pneu- 
qionia bill.

A DEMOCRATIC SCHEME KILLED. 

A Democratic scheme to destroy the 
power of the United States courts to prosecute 
to conviction persons guilty of bailot-box stuff- 
ing and other frauds with respect to elections in 
the Southern States was punctured in the House 
of Representatives this afternoon by Mr. Reed, 
of Maine, and was further exposed by Mr. Bis- 
bee, of Florida, whose residence in that part of 
the country has given him a ciear insight 
into the ways by which the voice of the 
majority is stified. The law passed by the 
Forty-sixth Congress in relation to the 
manner of making up jury lists. in 
election fraud cases has practically operated to 
fill the box from which names of jurors are 
drawn with active partisans of the two political 

arties, and the chance of securing convictions 

as been reducedtoa minimum. The District 
Attorneys in South Carolina and some other 
States have sought to get better juries by avail- 
ing themselves of the right under the practice of 
the State courts to make qunees objectionable to 
them stand aside until the panel is exhausted. 
The Democrats claim that this assorting process 
gives the prosecution too great an advantage, 
and they proposed to-day to pass an act to per- 
mit the adoption of the practice of the State 
courts only in cases of treason or felony. Repre- 
sentative Oates, who had been selected to put 
the bill through with only half an hour for de- 
bate, was subjeeted to searching inquiries by 
Mr. Reed, in order to bring outthe necessity for 
the passage of such anact. Mr. Oates either did 
not know or professed to be ignorant of the 
special purpose of the act, but Mr. Reed and Mr. 
Bisbee aroused the House to the importance of 
the movement that was about to be started to 
make it certain that no conviction for frauds on 
the ballot could be obtained. A little later Mr. 
Dibble, of South Carolina, and Mr. Bennett, of 
North Carolina, virtually confessed the true in- 
tention of the bill, and its fate was sealed. The 
vote was 153 to 91, almosta strict party vote. A 
two-thirds vote was necessary to pass the bill 
¥yander a suspension of the rules.

CONGRESSIONAL LIFE INSURANCE. 

The House of Representatives has fallen 
into the practice during the last few years of 
giving to the family or heirs of a dead Congress- 
man the balance of salary that would have been 
due him if he bad served the full term for which 
he was clected. It has frequently happened, as 
in the cases of Mr. Schleicher, of Texas, and Mr. 
Fernando Wood, that the donation amounted to 
a large sum, because death occurred before 


the Congressman-elect had served a single 
day of his term. In some cases nearly 
$10,000 bas been paid, in addition to 
several thousand dollars for funeral expenses. 
The term begins on March 4, and if a Representa- 
tive dies on or about that date the practice is to 
give his legal representatives $10,000. If he 
should diea few months later the donation would 
be decreased only by the amount of salary he 
had previously drawn. By this rule—a kind of 
Congressional! life insurance—Messrs. Herndon, 
of Alabama: Haskell, of Kansas, and Cutts, of 
iowa. who did not live to take the oath of office 
in this Congress, left their families an insurance 
of several thousand dollars, res ectively, while 
Mesers. Herron, of Louisiana,and Updegraff, of 
Ohio, who died before March 4, 1883, left their 
families no claim upon Congress. The Comunit- 
tee on Approprietions recognized this rule of 
ractice When they reported to-day a bill makin 
appropriations of the balances of salary tha 
would have been due if Messrs. Herndon, Has- 
sell,and Cutts had lived to earn them to the 
egal representatives of those gentlemen, but 
ving the tamilies of Messrs. Herron and Upde- 
graff unprovided for. Mr. Browne, of Indiana, 
undertook the ungracious task of protesting 
azainst the practice of voting to anybody’s fam- 
ily the unearned portion of a member's salary, 
wnices the family was In great need.

TIMIDITY OF THE TARIFF KEFORMERS. 

The strange timidity of the supporters 
of the Morrison tariff bill finds expression to-day 
in the assertions heard on all sides that the pro- 
posed Democratic caucus will be nothing more 
than a conference, in which the tariff reformers 
will grant almost any concession to the Ran- 
dallite minority short of giving up the bill alto- 
gether. Protectionist Democrats now say that 
very few, and probably none, of their number will 


decline to attend the conference, and some of 
them say that they expect to secure material mod- 
ifications of the already modified measure. 
* The threats ot Mr. Randall's adherents to bolt 
the caucus unless their wishes are given undue 
consideration,” said a Democratic member, 
““ seemed to have scared the other side so bad] 
that they do not know which way to turn. It is 
a clear case of the tail warging the dog, for the 
Democrats of the Carlisle class certainly out- 
number the Randall protectionists very largely. 
They have the numerical strength to make the 
Tariff bill a party question and to force Demo- 
crats to support it or ~ é themselves open to the 
charge of deserting their party, but the courage 
to do so seems to be lacking.” 

A Missouri Representative, who is expected to 
follow Mr. Randall's lead, illustrated the feelings 
of some of his kind when he said that he did not 
come to Congress to represent the United 
States, but to be the mouthpiece of his dis- 
trict. “I don’t pretend,” said he “to be a 400- 
horse-power statesman, and I don’t find 
many of that kind in Congress. I think 
it is my duty to look out for my constitu- 
ents in my district. There are iron-works 
and giass furnaces employing several 
hundred men. Thereare also large lumber in- 
terests and various manufacturing concerns. It 
is my business to a the people interested 
in these, and when they write me that they don’t 
want any reduction of the tariff my judgment 
tells me that 1 ought to vote against a reduction, 
and Iwill. I have no business to vote against 
the wishes of my constituents.” 

The date of the Democratic conference has not 
yet been fixed. It will probably be heid within a 
week.

THE ALASKA SEAL CONTRACT. 

Representative Henley, of California, one 
of the new members of Congress, asked to-day 
for the adoption of a resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation of the circumstances connected with 
the contract between the United States and the 
Alaska Commercial Company, the duties of the 
company under its lease, and the power of Con- 
gress to terminate the lease. An investigation 
of this kind was made eight years ago by 
the Ways and Means Committee, of which 


Fernando Wood was a member, but it is now as- 
serted by those asking for another examination 
that the favorable report made by that commit- 
tee was secured by improper influences. The 
declaration is also made that there were irregu- 
larities in the original letting of the contract; 
that the provisions of the lease have been vio- 
lated by the company, and that other compani 
stand ready to pay a much larger sum to tie 
Government fora monopoly of the Alaska fur 
trade than the $250,000 a year it is now receiv- 
ing. The resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. 

Mr. Elliott, who has made an extended study of 
the conduct of affairs on the seal islands, says 
that the same ear-marks appear in Mr. Henley’s 
resolution that were seen in that uhder which the 
Committee of Ways and Means investigated the 
Alaska Company in 1876. Secretary Boutwell and 
Assistant Secretary Richardson not only obeyed 
the law strictly, Mr. Elliott asserts, but they did 
not do so until they were directed to by the opin- 
ions of the Attorney-General, E. Rockwood 
Hoar. Mr. Elliott denies that there was any vio- 
lation of the covenant between the Government 
and the company. He does not think the Com- 
mittee of Waysand Means will thrash over this 
old straw by reporting the resolution back to 
the House favorably, thereby affording a jun- 
keting trip across the continent next Summer at 
the public cost. The Government now receives, 
he says, $300,000 penannum from that industry, 
and the cost of collecting is only $9,000. Up to 
date nearly $4,000,000 has been paid into the public 
Treasury since July, 1870, and the slightest dimi- 
nution in the seal life at the islands cannot be 
seen to-day.

WEARING TERE GREEN IN CONGRESS. 

Twenty-four Congressmen wore green 
ribbons upon the lappels of their coats in honor 
of St. Patrick during the session of the House of 
Representatives to-day. The compliment was 
not confined to members of either political par- 
ty, but most of the wearers were Democrats. 
Most conspicuous on the Democratic side were 
Messrs. Hewitt, of New-York; Springer and 
Townshend, of Illinois; Mills, of Texas; Cassidy, 
of Nevada; Tully, of California; Burns, Dock- 
ery, and O'Neill, of Missouri; Muller and Beach, 
of New-York; Caldwell, of Tennessee; Lefevre 
and Foran, of Ohio; Post and Connelly, of Penn- 
sylvania; Lamb, of Indiana; Morse, of Massa- 
chusetts; Deuster, of Wisconsin, and Maginnis, of 
Montana. On the Republican side were Messrs. 
Belford, of Colorado; Waketield, of Minnesota, 
and Pettibone, of Tennessee. Mr. O'Neill had a 
rollof narrow green ridbon which he clipped 
into small pieces and distributed among those 
who wished to decorate themselves. It was 
noticed that two of the Democratic aspirants for 
the Presidency—Mr. Randall and Mr. Morrison— 
did not join in the demonstration; but Mr. Hewitt 
was shrewd enough to set his sail to catch the 
Irish breeze. * Richelieu’? Robinson, of Brook- 
lyn, had evidently forgotten the day, for he ap- 
peared in the House without a badge. Later on, 
however, he was reminded of his duty to his con- 
stituents, and for the rest of the session he dis- 
played the green ribbon.

PHILADELPHIA, March 17.—All the subor- 
dinates engaged on the construction of the Keely 
motor, including Albert Chance, the head me- 
chanic, who has worked upon the motor for seven 
years, have been discharged. ‘* This,” said Sec- 
retary Schuellerman to-day,“ is simply because 
their work has been accomplished and we have 
no further use forthem. To-day Mr. Keely will 
begin focalizing and adjusting the vibrators. He 
will henceforth operate entirely alone. This 
work of adjustment mav take several days. A 
perfect adjustment of all the parts is necessary. 
This is a delicate operation, but for Mr. Keely it 
is nota difficult one, and as soon as he ob- 
tains one revolution, be it everso s!ow, his task 
practically is finished. Isee no reason why we 
may not expect to hear almost any duy now that 
the engine isrunning.

In 
that city there were 10,075 saloons, while the whole 
number of butcher's shops, bakeries, and other 
food shops was only 7,197. The speaker thought 
it ought to be the ambition of every mechanic 
to have his own home,in which he might pro- 
tect his wife and little ones, and there was no 
country on the face of the globe where a man 
bad such a chance to get ahead in the world asin 
America.

SUFFOLK COUNTY REPUBLICANS 
DISLIKE HIM. 

‘* STEVE” FRENCH, A POSTMASTER, AND THE 
BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD TRY TO MAKE 
THEM TAKE HIM. 

RIVERHEAD, March 17.—Of 57 delegates 
who met here to-day to elect delegates to the 
First Congressional District Republican Conven- 
tion, which will in turn elect two delegates to the 
National Republican Convention,also to elect five 
delegates to a State Convention, which is to elect 
four delegates to the National Convention—of the 
57, 22 came from the town of Brookhaven. 
Brookhaven was entitled to only 11, but choos- 
ing that number resulted in contesting delega- 
tions. The first of these was secured by the 
peculiar tactics which characterize the methods 
of The Machine, the engineer of which in Suffolk 
County is Police Commissioner ** Steve’’ French, 
of New-York City. Brookhaven polls 1,200 Re- 
publican votes and sends 11 delegates to such 
conventions as that held to-day. No other town 
sends as many. 

The Republican sentiment in Suffolk County is 
clearly against Arthur, but sentiment doesn’t 
count with gentlemen who are trying to nomi- 
nate the President. Without Brookhaven French 
knew he could not hand over a majority of dele- 
gates to the district convention. 

“Steve” French is from Sag Harbor. Casting 
about foranagent to handle the Brookhaven 
Convention, The Machine eye fell on George M. 
Coleman, an employe in the BrooklynNavy-yard, 
atypical Machine man. Coleman lives in Brook- 
haven, or claims to live there. Coleman consent- 
ed to sacrifice the interests of the Government in 
the navy-yard for the interests of the Govern- 
ment’s chief. Coleman girded up his loins and 
went down to Brookhaven. The call for the 
Town Convention was for one o’clock last Tues- 
day. At one fifteen Coleman called the conven- 
tion to order. No member of the Town Commit- 
tee was there, and no delegates from the north 
side of the town, but Coleman was there, and at 
one forty-five 11 delegates had been chosen, with 
Coleman at their head. 

By this time the delegates had arrived. They 
asked Coleman in fairness to reconvene the 
meeting and give them a chance. Coleman 
smiled and remarked if they wanted to sacrifice 
the success of the party for the sake of filling 
their bellies he wasn’t to blame. He was a Pa- 
triot. 

A second convention was held and a new set of 
delegates, headed by Wilmot M. Smith, was 
elected, and so it came about that the fatriots 
and the Epicures were rivals before the conven- 
tion to-day. Sad to say, the Patriots lost the day. 

The convention was called to order by District 
Attorney Petty, a Machine man, who announced 
that at a recent meeting of prominent Republic- 
ans of Queens, Suffolk, and Richmond Counties it 
was decided to increase the number of delegates so 
asto give a better representation of the * senti- 
ment’ of the people. The basis was to be one 
delegate for every 400 Republican voters, and an 
additional one for each fraction of 400 over one- 
half. By this Queens County would have 20 
delegates, Sutfolk County 16, instead of 12 as at 
present, and Richmond County would have &. 
Assemblyman 8. 8. Hawkins, an anti-machine 

tepublican, was made Chairman of the conven- 

tion. When the credentials from the two Brook- 
haven delegations were given in a motion was 
carried that each side have tive minutes to pre- 
sent its case. 

“Steve” French’s lieutenant, E. A. Carpenter, 
of East Hampton, had been sent over to run the 
convention. Carpenter wasin the Assembly at 
the time of the effort of Conkling and Platt to 
secure a “ vindication,” and did his best to vin- 
dicate the Senators. Carpenter sat in a front 
seat. 

Charles J. Ryder spoke for the Coleman delega- 
tion, and Coleman attempted to assist. “Sit 
down,” “sit down,” ordered Carpenter. Coie- 
man sat down. Then he got up again and de- 
scribed his patriotism and defended his conven- 
tion. 

Wilmot M. Smith spoke for his delegation, 
making a rattling speech, which charged the 
Coleman crowd with deliberately trying to cheat 
the Brookhaven Republicans out of their hon- 
est representation. Postmaster Hammond, of 
Patchogue, to make place for whom Arthur two 
years ago removed an independent Republican, 
said that Mr. Smith was getting rather personal. 

* Personal,” said Smith; ** well, I should rather 
think so.” 

A vote was then taken on which delegation 
should be received, and the Coleman delegation 
was rejected by 29 to 19. 

Subsequent developments showed that Brook- 
haven held the balance of power. With it The 
Machine crowd had 2y votes; without it they were 
beaten. 

The 2:30 train carried the navy-yard Patriot 
away toward the declining sun, and ever after- 
ward the broad face of Lieutenant Carpenter wore 
a look of pained disgust. After all, the Patriots 
had no reason to be ugly, considering the small 
hold the machine has over the affections of Suf- 
folk County Republicans. Of 16 delegates to the 
district convention the machine gets 7, who will 
vote for Arthur delegates “* till,”’ in the expressive 
language of one of them, “the cows come home.” 
Out of five delegates to the State Convention 
two are of the same stripe.

THE XXIIMUd DISTRICT. 
PROBABILITY THAT THE DELEGATES WILL 

BE OPPOSED TO ARTHUR. 
LowVILLE, N. Y., March 17.—The Twen- 
ty-third Congressional District Republican Con- 
vention will meet in the village of Boonville on 
Thursday, April 17. By the terms of the call it 
will“ elect two delegates and two alternates to 
the Republican National Convention and name a 
Presidential Elector for the Twenty-third Con- 
gressional District, and transact such other busi- 
ness aS may seem proper.” The call is the 
broadest yet issued. The district is composed 
of the counties of Oneida and _ Lewis, 


and this will be the first meeting of 
representatives of the two counties in family 
gathering. The convention ought to be thor- 
oughly representative, delegates thereto being 
chosen directly by the peopie—that is, the Re- 
publicans of the several towns and wards. The 
apportionment of delegates is made on the vote 
tor President in 1880, and givesto Oneida County 
73 delegates and to Lewis County 22. The fuir- 
ness of this arrangement is conceded by members 
of the party in both counties, and the managers 
anticipate no trouble over the county division of 
National Convention honors.

THE XXXIIId DISTRICT. 
THE DISPUTED QUESTION OF REPRESENTA- 
TION NOT SETTLED. 

Burra.o, N. Y., March 17.—A Republican 
conference to consider the disputed question of 
representation in the convention of the new 
Thirty-third Congressional District, which in- 
cludes Niagara County and the Fourth and Fifth 
Assembly Districts of Erie County, was held in 
the County Committee rooms in this city to-day. 
Mr. John G. Freeman, Chairman of the Niagara 
County Republican Committee; Amos Baker, 
Chairman of the Fifth Assembly District Com- 
mittee of Erie County; Ossian Bedell, repre- 
senting the Chairman of the Fourth Assembly 
District Committee of Erie County, and several 
other politicians were present, and the whole 
subject of representation was again informally 
discussed. The Niagara representative would 


consent to no arrangement which would not 
give his county as many delegates in the 
Congressional Convention as Erie has, 
The Erie men stood firmly for 
representation based on the Republican vote, 
without respect to party lines. At one time 
during the discussion one of the Erie mes ex- 
pressed a willingness to have the first convention 
called on the basis demanded by Niagara, the 
question of tuture representation to be left to 
the State Convention. But the other Erie repre- 
sentative said this would be a bad precedent, and 
he would not consent to it. The conference, 
therefore, resulted in nothing. 

The next step will probably be the calling of 
the Assembly District Conventions to elect dele- 
gates to the State Convention. The question of 
representation wil! doubtless be further discussed 
in these conventions, but it is not anticipated 
that anything will result from the discussion. 
The delegates from the Thirty-third District to 
the Chicago Convention will probably have to be 
chosen at the State Convention, though this 
will be distasteful, especially tothe Niagara men, 
who are understood to be radically opposed to 
Arthur and machine dictation. A fact which 
will doubtless work against Erie in this contest 
with Niagara has been made prominent by the 
calling of the Congressional convention for the 
Thirty-second District. The district is composed 
of 12 wards of the city of Buffalo. The call 
is issued for April 9 by the whole Erie County 
Committee, some members of which are con- 
tending for proportional representation with 
Niagara. This call simply requests the election 
of three delegates from each ward. The Repub- 
licar vote in the wards ranges from 400 in 
Democratic wards up to nearly 3,000 in 
the Republican wards. Yet there is not 
.a word about proportional representation. 
The Niagara men can, and doubtless will, point 
to this fact as proof that the Erie men only be- 
lieve in proportional representation when it is 
to their advantage to have it. It is, nevertheless, 
true that representation based on the Republican 
vote is right and shouid be insisted upon always. 
The failure ot the Erie men to insist on it at 
home is no argument against it.

FAVORING EDMUNDS AND LINCOLN. 
THE CHOICE BEFORE ALL OTHERS IN THE 

NEW-ENGLAND STATES. 

Boston, March 17.—Indications are stead- 
ily pointing to a complete and overwhelming 
Edmunds sentiment in this State, which will 
make itself felt in the several conventions, for 
which the politicians are now making prepara- 
tions and are doing a good degl of canvassing in 
different sections. According to the <Adver- 
tiser, the Edmunds and Lincoln ss senti- 
ment has grown so rapidly within the 
past few weeks that many ambitious 
politicians who would really prefer other candi- 
dates are hurried along by the current and say 
they are for Edmunds first, with their special 
favorites as second choice. The feeling is grow- 
ing among both Stalwarts and Independents, 
Arthur men and Blaine men, progressive and re- 
form Republicans, that Senator Edmunds or a 
man of his character is most likely to be elected 
if nominated. The argument here in Massachu- 
setts is that the ticket of Edmunds and Lincoln 
has special elements of strength possessed by no 
othertwo names. Both men being stanch Re- 
publicans, it is contended that they must be per- 
fectly satisfactory to the party men, and they 
have the strong indorsement of nearly all the 
leading Independents. 

Republican leaders here declare that it is felt 
now that the prospect of Senator Edmunds‘s 
nomination is much better than has been gen- 
erally thought. Republicans trom the other 
New-England States say that their States will 
choose Edmunds delegates, and one of the Maine 
Senators in conversation here recently expressed 
his preference for Edmunds. Lincoln for the 
second place is evidently as popular with 
Massachusetts Republicans, certain! with 
the leaders, as is Edmunds for the first 
place. Many men who early in the can- 
vass were for Arthur or Blaine are 
now acknowledging that neither of those men 
would secure so united and numerous su os as 
the Vermont Senator. Some leading politicians 
who have been spoken of as working for Blaine 
or Arthur have taken pains to publicly deny that 
such is the fact, and to declare that their first 
choice is Senator Edmunds, The State delegation 
will be practically unanimous for Edmunds and 
Lincoln. 

Attempts have been made in a few quarters to 
put things in shape for securing an Arthur dcle- 
gation, but these attempts are being pretty gen- 
eraily abandoned as fruitless. The only thing 
that causes the friends of Senator Edmunds the 
slightest uneasiness is the fear that con- 
ventions may be manipulated so that dele- 
gates shall be chosen who are nominally 
for him, but will be ready in an 
important crisis to go to some other candidate. 
‘The Edmunds men are pretty generally settling 
up aticket for delegates at large, made up of 
Mr. Henry Cabot Lodge, of Nahant, the Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee; the 
Hon. W. W. Crapo, of New-Bedford; Gen. 
Francis A. Walker, of Boston, and ex-Senator 
Haile, of Springfield. The Congressional Com- 
mittee of the Sixth District met to-day, and 
called the convention for April 28, one week be- 
fore the State Convention.

BRITISH CABINET FEUDS 


—__—>———— 
RUMORS THAT THE MINISTRY WILL 
RESIGN. 
A DISSOLUTION OF PARLIAMENT PREDICTED 
—THE SOUDAN AND OTHER QUESTIONS 
CREATING DISSENSIONS, 

Lonpon, March 17.—Rumors are current 
in the lobbies of the House of Commons that the 
resignation of Mr. Gladstone and other members 
of the Government has been under consideration 
at three Cabinet councils. The majority of the 
Cabinet are in favor of a prolonged occupation 
of Egypt, to which Mr. Gladstone is opposed. 
To-day’s bulletin regarding Mr. Gladstone’s 
health states that he is suffering from laryngeal 
catarrh, and that he requires rest and ease. 

The Daily News, in recounting the debate of 
Saturday in the House of Commons, predicts an 
early resignation of the Cabinet, and asserts that 
the existence of the Government and of Parlia- 
ment is precarious and in hourly jeopardy. The 
Echo says Mr. Gladstone’s worry is retarding his 
recovery. It urges him to maintain the policy of 
refusing to annex or to protect the Soudan not- 


withstanding the objections of his colleagues in 
the Cabinet. ‘‘Mr. Gladstone’s career,” it says, 
“is drawing to a close, and we hope it will end in 
a manner worthy of his fame.” The St. James’s 
Gazette asserts that a serious Cabinet crisis is im- 
minent. The Soudan trouble, it says, is not the 
only question about which there is disagreement. 
The evening edition of the Standard reproaches 

-arliament for breaking the Sabbath by sitting 
till 6 o’clock Sunday morning. 

LATER.—The air is full of rumors of dissensions 
in the Cabinet, the resignation of Mr. Gladstone, 
and a dissolution of Parliament. The fact is that 
Mr. Gladstone is suffering from catarrhal fever, 
and is too hoarse to speak. There are undoubt- 
edly differences in the Ministry as regards the 
length to which Great Britain should goin the 
Soudan, but they are yet not serious enough to 
cause a split. The Ministerialists are confident 
that, whatever happens, Mr. Gladstone will insist 
upon the final decision of Parliament on the 
county franchise question. 

Lonpvon, March 18.—The Daily News this 
morning says that Mr. Gladstone will speedily 
return to work; that he has no intention of re- 
signing. 

The Standard says that as the Ministers are 
unable to agree, and cannot persuade their 
followers to unite in supporting them, they are 
bound to appeal to the country.

Carro, March 17.—Zobehr Pasha states 
that no settlement of the Soudan question will 
be stable without supreme power at Khartoum; 
that suzerainty is essential, and that trade is the 
best antidote to slavery.

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NOT FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 


EMPHATIC OPINIONS OF EXPERTS ABOUT 
THE PRESENT CATTLE TROUBLE, 
CxuicaGo, March 17.—At a meeting to-day 
of the Chicago Live Stock Exchange the cattle 
disease question was fully consiljered. A tele- 
gram was read from Emery A. Storrs, at Wash- 
ington, relative to the pending animal industry 
bill, advising that a strong delegation be 
sent on from Chicago to work against 
the bill. It was decided that such a 
delegation should leave for Washington to- 
morrow morning, composed as follows: Elmer 
Washburn, Allen Gregory, F. D. Bartlett, B. F. 
Harrison, and H. H. Conover. Resolutions were 
adopted instructing the delegation to do all in 
their power to prevent the passage of the bill, 
and expressing the belief that neither pleuro- 
pneumonia nor foot and mouth disease exists in 

this country. 

Dr. J. H. Detmers, United States Inspector of 
Contagious Caitle Diseases, guve his emphatic 
opinion that there is not a solitary case of foot 
and mouth disease in this country. Said he: “I 
believe the statements about the breaking out 
of this disease in Kansas, Iowa, and Illinois 
to be false. If the foot and mouth 
diesase had broken out in December, 
as alleged, it would have spread all over Kansas 
before this time. These reports are gotten up 
for the purpose of scaring the cattle men into 
withdrawing their opposition to the bill pro- 
viding for the creation of a bureau of 
animal labor. If this bill passes you 
will need an expert veterinarian to work for 
you and investigate all these reports as fast as 
they come up.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., March 17.—A meeting 
of farmers and cattle’men of this{section was 
held here on Saturday night to consult regarding 
the disease now prevailing among the cattle in 
this vicinity, which is thought to be the foot 
and mouth disease. Five smali herds within a 
radius of four or five miles are more or less 
affected. Seven cows have lost one or more feet, 
and over 50 head have bad feet and some of them 
blistered lips and tongues. Several head have 
died, and not one that has shown symptoms of 
the disease has recovered or even im- 
proved in condition. All of these cat- 
tle have been well wintered in houses 
or have had timber shelter and good 
feed. About 700 head of stock had been exposed 
to the disease in this county, but measures have 
now been taken to establish a rigid quarantine, 
and every exertion will be made to confine the 
disease to its present limits. Commissioner 
Loring, of the Department of Agriculture, has 
ordered Dr. Salmon to come here and make a 
thorough investigation. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—A telegram was 
received at the Treasury Department to-day 
from J. H. Sanders, Secretary of the Treasury 
Cattle Commission, saying that experts sent by 
the commission pronounce the alleged outbreak 
among the cattle in Illinois not the foot and 
mouth disease.

ESTIMATED AMOUNT OF DECREASE 
OF DUTY. 

RATES ON THE PRINCIPAL ARTICLES AF- 
FECTED UNDER THE OLD, NEW, AND 
PROPOSED MEASURE. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The estimated 
amount of decrease of duty under the Morrison 
Tariff bill on the articles affected by it is 18.27 per 
cent. The calculation is based on the importa- 
tions of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883. 
Under the old law the average ad valorem rate of 
duty on the articles included in the bill was 40.52 
per cent. ; under the existing law it ig 38.14; under 
the proposed law it would be 31.17. But liquors 
and silk and silk goods are omitted from the pro- 
visions of the Morrison bill. The rate on the first 
was increased by the act of last year from 66.73 
per cent. to 174.88, while that on silk and silk 
goods is 49.54. The total decrease of rate under the 
law, then, would be 15.74 per cent., and the total 
decrease of duty would be $30,757,117 57. The 
cotton schedule is the first that is touched by the 
Ways and Means bill. [tis subject to the 20 per 
cent. cut and toa proviso that no rate of duty 
shall be levied, collected, or paid in excess of 40 
per centum ad valorem. Under the old law the 
average rate of duty on cotton goods was 87.48 
per cent.; under the present law it is 38.29, and 
under the proposed law it would be 31.50. The 


duties collected under the old law amounted to 
$14,231,829 78, and under the existing law they 
will probably reach $14,537,263 90. The decrease 
in the rate on cotton and cotton goods would 
therefore be 17.78 per cent. 

The present law greatly reduced the rate on the 
coarser grades of cottons. All white unbleached 
cottons, not euosedins 100 threads to the square 
inch, under the old law paid an equivalent ad 
valorem rate of 39.91 per cent. This was reduced 
by the act of last year to 19.95 per cent., and the 
Morrison bill would still further reduce it to 
15.96. Bleached goods of the same quality that 
paid 48.81 now pay 31.07, and would pay, under 
the sug change, 24.86. Dyed goods (prints) 
of this de paid 47.24, pay 28.05, and would pay 
24.93. In the next grade the 20 per cent. uc- 
tion is prevented by the limitations of the Mor- 
rill tariff of 1861. This class of fgoods has more 
than 100 and not exceeding threads to the 
square inch, and the following are the rates un- 
der the old, the present, and the proposed law re- 
spectively:

The rate of ony is not charged either on cot- 
ton goods exceeding 200 threads to the square 
inch, the Morrill tariff limitation again operat- 
ing. Under the present law all goods not exceed- 
ing 200 threads to the square inch, valued at more 
than 8, 10, or 13 cents a square yard, according as 
they are unbleached, bleach or dyed, pay a 
duty of 40 per cent. This was an increase, the 
same goods paying 3 per cent. under the 
old law, but the Morrison bill reduced the 
rate to 32 per cent. These goods make the 
best cotton wear of the poor. Knit goods 
are reduced from 38 and 40 to 30 and 
82, according as they are wholly made or wholly 
or in part shaped by machines. The only change 
made by the present law in the rates on these 
goods was an increase from 35 to 40 per cent. on 
goods shaped, narrowed, or formed, wholly or 
partly, by machine, The rate on spool-thread 
(each spool containing not exceeding 100 yards) 
was 73.07 per cent.; it is now 50.25; it would be 40. 
For each spool containing more than 100 yards 
the rate was for every additional 100 yards or 
fractional part thereof 77.61; it is 49.71; it would be 
40. Under the present law the rates on yarns, 
threads, warp, or wharp-yarn run from 40.14 per 
cent. to 50; the Morrison bill pro reductions 
that would change the rates so that they would 
run from 82.11 to 40. 

The next schedule affected by the bill is 
“Hemp, jute, and flax goods.” Under the old 
law the average ad valorem rate was 28.23 per 
cent.; the present law reduced this to 28.04, and 
the bill would still further reduce it to 24.61. The 
amount of decrease would therefore be 12.23 per 
cent. The most important changes made by the 
revision in this schedule were in the following 
clauses: 

“ Bagging for cotton, or other manufactures not spe- 
cially enumerated or provided for in this act, suitable 
tothe uses for which cotton bagging is applied, com- 
posed in whole or in part of hemp, jute, jute butts, flax 
gunny bags, gunny cloth, or other material, and valued 
at 7 cents or less per square yard * * * valued at 
over 7 cents per square yard.”’ 

Before the revision the rate on the first of 
these clauses was 42.04 per cent. and on the sec- 
ond 36.52. Theact of last year reduced the first 
to $1.53 and the second to 7.47. The Morrison 
bill does not change eitber. The rate will re- 
main as it was established by the present law.-« 
The Morrison bill limits the rate of duty to be 
collected on wools and woolens to 60 per cent., 
while applying the 20 per cent. cut with the 
** Morrill tariff’ limitations. The revision re- 
duced the average ad valorem rate from 63.26 per 
cent. to 57.71, and the Morrison bill would effect 
a still further reduction of 19.55 per cent., mak- 
ing the rate 46.48. Under the operation of the 
existing law it is estimated that the duties col- 
lected will fall from $32,329,538 44, the amount re- 
ceived during the last fiscal year, to $29,492,533 43 
for the current year.

DEFT-HANDED OYSTER-OPENERS. 


MR. COSTIGAN RETAINS THE PROUD TITLE 
OF CHAMPION. 

It was long a mooted question among 
conchologists whether oyster-opening came 
under the head of science, literature, the fine 
arts, or athletics, and it has been finally decided 
in favor of the last named. Accordingly, sport- 
ing society has been much agitated recently 
over an oyster-opening contest that was an- 
nounced to take place among eight cham- 
pions at Clarendon Hall last evening, and to 
the match gathered an interested crowd to the 
number of two or three hundred. Among them 
were Matsada Sorakichi, the Japanese wrestler; 
Mr. Charles Mitchell, the exponent of pugiiism; 
Mr. Mike Donovan, Mr. Tip Welch, Mr. Goat Mc- 
Mahon, Mr. Bath Riley, and other well-known 


members of the sporting fraternity. Capt. Mc- 
Caen was there with a squad of policemen to 
see fair play for the bivalves. 

On the stage a long table was extemporized b 
boards placed across a pair of barrels, and to this 
table a disheveled youth in a check jumper 
brought several baskets of oysters, which were 
disposed in piles at either end. Soon after 8 
o’clock Mr. Bob Smith, the master of ceremonies, 
appeenes on the stage and inquired of the enthu- 
siastic audience whether there was any man 
among them who was a judge of ‘skinnin’ 
isters.” Mr. Billy Noonan was pointed out, and 
consented to serve as referee. r. Smith then 
announced: 

“There are eight compititors in this match 
four av which have withdrawn. The winners of 
the first and second heats will have a match agin 
each other, and the two min that’s left will open 
off agin for the money. Each round is 100 
isters.”’ 

Mr. Jim Hagin, of New-York, and Mr. Tom 
Foley, of Boston, were the first to contest for the 
honors. Each was attired in a waiter’s jacket and 
apron,’and each was armed with an oyster-knife. 
Each took an oyster in his right hand and held 
the knife in his left amid the plaudits of the 
crowd, and waited for the signal. 

“*One—two—three—go!"” shouted Mr. Bob 
Smith. 

Mr. Hagin, witha graceful and easy twist of 
the wrist evolved the unfortunate oyster from 
his shell, and with another motion dropped him 
intoa tin pan and his shell into a barrel, and 
seized oyster No. 2, which he treated in a similar 
manner. Mr. Foley began by sticking his knife 
into the palm of his hand, and he lost several 
valuable minutes while he rushed into the au- 
dience and borrowed a handkerchief. Then 
he went into the oysters to make ‘up 
for lost time, but Mr. Hagin had con- 
tinued in the meantime to rapidly and 
gracefully drop the oysters into the nan and the 
shells into the barrel, and at the end of 6 min- 
utes and 15 seconds he triumphantly stuck his 
knife into the table and retirea, the winner of 
the round by 33 oysters. Then Mr. Smith an- 
nounced in stentorian tones that Mr. Ambler had 
an unknown whom he was anxious to match 
against any man in the world at oyster-opening 
for $500 per side. 

The next round was between Mr. Tommy 
Hagin, of Newark, and Mr. Denny Costigan, the 
champion oyster opener of the country, and an 
eminent pugilist. Mr. Costigan had many friends 
in the audience who greeted him with encourag- 
ing cheers, and there was great excitement when 
the sport began. Mr. Costigan’s method was to 
pick up the oyster with an expression of great 
ferocity an disembowel the shell with a 
single turn of the wrist, but the Newark man 
was almost a match for him. As _ the 
contestants neared the close of the round 
and the spectators saw that they were 
even, and were opening oyster for oyster 
with machine-like precision, the excitement be- 
came intense, and there were wild cries of “Go 
in, Denny!” “Go in, Tommy!” ‘Wake up!” 
“Give it to em!” which became frantic applause 
when Mr. Costigan, by a sudden burst of speed, 
concluded three oysters ahead of Mr. Hagin, in 
5:15, having lowered the record four seconds. 
The final bout was between Mr. Costigan and 
Mr. Jimmy Hagin, the winner of the first 
heat, which was won by the champion by 14 
oysters, in 5:20, amid thunders of applause. 

Mr. Smith announced that there would ensue 
some sparring and that there’would be a wind- 
up with Mr. Costigan, if there could be any one 
found to put on the gloves with him. 

“Wot's de matter wid young Nixey?” in- 
quired a voice from the audience. 

**He’s a eatin’ isters an’ can’t stop for no 
sluggin’,” replied Mr. Smith facetiously. 

Later he announced that Nixey had consented 
to do the wind-up, and Young Martin, of New- 
ark, and Harry James, of Birmingham, England, 
went upon the stage in tights and vigorously 
pounded each other. Then Mr. Billy Foley and 
Mr. Tommy Green made things lively for each 
other in the ring. Next Mr. Jerry Humper gave 
Mr. Pig Callahan a severe pommeling, and finally 
Mr. Costigan wound up with young Nixey, and 
every body went away eatisfied.

GRIFFIN TO HANG IN MAY. 
HE DECLARES THAT HE WAS SIMPLY AN AC- 
CESSORY, ACTING WITHOUT MALICE. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, March 17.—John B. Grif- 
fin, the Pawling dynamite murderer, was to-day 
sentenced to be hanged on May 9. So many peo-

“which would uphold the submission of even a 
municipal charter to the legislative body ofa 
city. The making of sucha statute, depending 
upon such a ky ees peng is confiding to others 
that legislative discretion which the Legislature is 
bound to exercise itself. The third of the sus- 
tained vetoes was one empowering the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction to withhold mone 
from school districts until such district shall 
have paid any alleged indebtedness for building 
of school-house therein. Under the act, Eliza- 
beth and Rahway, which are bankrupt, might be 
deprived of their share of the school fund. The 
settlement of the contractors’ claim might rather, 
in the Governor’s view, be left to the courts. 

The Governor sent a new veto to the Senate. 
It was of Senate Bill No. 193, increasing the com- 
pensation of Assessors. Bills were introduced 
appropriating $30,000 to the State Reform School 
and $10,000 for the improvement of the Morris 
Plains Asylum grounds.

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‘MASON BUILDERS COMBINING 
—_——@———— 
TO SECURE BETTER WORKMEN AND PROTEC- 
TION AGAINST LOSS BY STRIKES. 


The mason builders of this city have 
formed an organization for self-protection under 
the name of the ** Mason Builders’ Association o7 
the City of New-York,” and nearly half of the 
master masons of the city, including all the 
largest builders, have already signed the roll of 
the new organization. “We are not arraying 
ourselves against our men at all,” said John J. 
Tucker, the President of the new association, last 
night, ‘and I, for one, should be very sorry to 


have such an Log ogee get abroad. We have 
simply organized, like other branches of trade, 
because we believe that by united action we can 
best serve the interests of our business. 

“Our main object, or one of our main ob- 
jects, will be to elevate the standard of the 
men who work for us. Our employes are be- 
coming less and less efficient workmen year 
by year, on account of the want of a 
proper system of apprenticeship, and the lack 
of interest shown by the master masons in 
the important work of restoring the standard 
ot our workmen. We do not get the right class 
of men to teach the business. They are men 
who can learn to handie the tools, and to lay 
brick well, but that is all that can bo said of 
them. behany | lack the education to enable them 
to rise any higher than the average bricklayer. 
I would like to see the poute men from our col- 
leges, instead of burying emselves behind a 
dry goods counter, where they get littie or 
nothing for their labor, become apprentices to 
our trade. They have brains and education, and 
could rise in the business, and when we once get 
that class of men the standard of our employes 
will be raised, as we desire it to be. 

“Another object of our association,” said 
Mr. Tucker, “is to secure the co-operation of 
architects to aid usin procuring the insertion of 
atime clause in our contracts, so that we shall 
not beso strictly bound to complete a given 
piece of work ina given time. As it is now, we 
contract to complete a building at a certain 
specified time, and if a strike occurs which pre- 
vents us from fulfilling our contracts we are 
obliged to pay a penalty. Now, the architects 
stand asa sort of middlemen between the owners 
of a — and ourselves, and they say 
to us now,if we insist on a clause pro- 
tecting us against liability for delays caused 
by strikes, *‘ Well, if you don't take the contract 
somebody else will.’ If we can organize our- 
selves and stand by each other we can insist on 
such a clause, and the owners and architects will 
find themselves unable to get ‘somebody else’ 
to take the contract on their unjust terms. The 
master masons have been made to fight these 
battles with labor for the benefit of owners 
long enongh, and we believe that those who are 
benefited by them —S bear their propor- 
tion of the expense. Of course, as our organi- 
zation develops other things will claim our at- 
tention, but if we can secure this change in our 
— only the association will result in great 
good. 

The masons, bricklayers, stone-cutters, and 
other working men engaged in the building 
trade look upon the combination of the builders 
and contractors as a joke. They declare that 
the bosses will never be able to compel them to 
abandon the eight-hour agitation nor make them 
work more than eight hours a day, which they 
look upon as one of the objects the builders are 
seeking to secure. At the last Bricklayers’ 
International Convention, held at Cincinnati, 
the eight-hour system was laid down as 
one of the principal —— of the platform. 
Working men all over the country, and especial- 
7 those in this ony. have long been clamoring for 
this system. Nearly al! the working men engaged 
in the building trade in this city belong to some 
union or other, and these unions not only have 
well-filled treasuries, but they are ali united in 
the Amalgamated Building Trades’ Union, and 
are affiliated with eister unions throughout the 
country. 

The workmen feel, therefore, that they are 
well prepared to resist any movement by the em- 
ployer, and after agitating for the principle of 
eight hours as a day's work, do not wish to aban- 
donit. To doso at the bidding of a ring of con- 
tractors, they say, would be absurd. If builders 
imagined, one union man said last evening, that 
aha ete yi were going to give them con- 
racts to build houses and money too, and then 
wait until they succeeded in breaking up the 
unions, they were somewhat mistaken, The 
workmen did not think that property-owners 
would be insane enough to advance money to 
builders to fight the unions, and then themselves 
wait for their buildings until after the fight, 
which in all probabilities would result in favor 
of the workmen. 
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SHOT IN HIS WIFE’S PRESENCE. 


THE REVENGE OF A SERVANT GIRL UPON 
HER BETRAYER.,* 

Thomas Grady, a painter employed at 
the Morgan Iron-works, lives with his wife and 
three children in a flat at No. 234 East Eighty- 
seventh-street. Saturday nigirt, when he and his 
wife were Jeaving the house, Maggie Flood, aser- 
vant in the employ of Dr. A. McLean, of No. 149 
West Thirty-fourth-street, accosted him. He re- 
buffed her and told her to standaside. The girl 
made no reply, and Grady allayed the suspicions 
of his wife by saying that she was insane and 


had been annoying him for some time. He added 
that he feared she might do him harm. 

Yesterday morning Maggie went to Grady’s 
house at 11 o’clock and rapped half a dozen times 
at the door of the flat. Mrs. Grady, who was at 
home, knew that she was there, but was afraid 
Maggie then rapped at the flat of 
Mrs. Campos, on the same floor, and was allowed 
to remain there until 4 o’clock. She entertained 


| Mrs. Campos, who at first believed her to be 


Mrs. Grady’s friend, with a story of her 
betrayal by Grady, and when she left she 
said that she would return at 6 o’clock and kill 
her deceiver. This was duly reported to the 
Gradys, and the wife urged her husband to face 
the woman. Maggie was prompt, and sat with 
Mr. and Mrs. Grady for nearly tiree hours, talk- 
ing vaguely of the husband’s conduct, and ask- 
ing him what he proposed todo forher. Mrs. 
Grady at one time remarked that if her story 
were true it would avail her nothing, as she saw 
that he was married. She replied thatshe did 
not care. She would either have him or kill him. 

At last Mrs. Grady thought that Maggie had 
staid long enough, and hints to that effect being 
disregarded, she requested her to leave and then 
ordered her out. Maggie made a saucy answer, 
and Mrs. Grady lifted her out of her chair. 
Grady was at that moment looking for his 
hat, as he intended to summon a policeman. 
Maggie stood near a door between two rooms, 
and quickly drew from a handkerchief which she 
had kept on her lap all the evening a small pistol 
of the Little Giant pattern and fired at Grady. 
The ball entered his left thigh, inflicting a wound 
that is not serious. 

Mrs. Grady disarmed the girl and she was 
locked up at the East Eighty-eighth-street po- 
lice station. She said that her father was Will- 
iam Flood, a.stone mason at Port Chester. Five 
years ago Grady, who made her acquaintance in 
the country, lured her to New-York. She be- 
lieved him to bea single man, and trusted in his 
honor, but he betrayed her. Recently she dis- 
covered that he was married. She gloried in her 
act when arrested, and said that Grady richly de- 
served his punishment.

POLYGAMY IN GEORGIA. 

Rome, Ga., March 17.—Elder Sam Echols, 
of the Mormon Church, has created another sen- 
sation by introducing polygamy into Georgia. 
His name was brought into prominence several 
moths ago by an attempt to gain possession of 
his 3-year-old boy. In 1879, being then a well-to- 
do young farmer, of Paulding County, he wooed 


and won Miss Mary Vincent. Later that year he 
became aconvertto Mormonism and went to 
Utah, his bride refusing to go with him on ac- 
count of her aversion to Mormonism. Subse- 
quently she gave birth toa boy, which was the 
sole link which bound her to herabsent husband. 
In Utah Echols soon found promotion and was ad- 
vanced as Elder, and a few months ago was com- 
missioned Apostle to Georgia. His wife refused 
to receive him, whereupon he instituted a suit 
before Ordinary Johnson, of Floyd County, for 
aga ate of the child. The reissue was square- 
y made that he was not a proper person to have 
the child, owing to his opinions. ‘The court de- 
cided in favor of the mother. Elder Echols’s 
chagrin knew no bounds, and he determined that 
his zeal for the faith would be his best revenge. 
As aresult, many converts have been made in 
Paulding County, among others the family of 
W.A.J. Lee, all people of excellent standing. 
Mr. Lee had a blooming daughter, Miss Aramin- 
ta, whose love became necessary to Elder Echols’s 
heart. With the full consent of her family she 
agreed to become “sealed unto him,” and has 
already left with him for Salt Lake City, where 
the ceremony is to take place. 
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SILK OPERATIVES FOR FREE TRADE. 

A number of Paterson silk operatives 
are agitating a movement in favor of free trade. 
They say that at present the manufacturers get 
all the benefits from protection. With free trade 


the men think that the decrease in the prices of 
provisions and rents would more than counter- 
balance the amount they would lose in wages. 
They claim to have 200 men in this movement, 
and they propose to send a memorial to Congress. 
Other silk operatives, nowever, say this move- 
ment is started out of revenge by those of the 
silk ribbon weavers who got up the late strike 
and whose looms were taken by others.

Agent Murphy, of the Nickel Plate, starts to- 
night. The business of the Lehigh Valley has 
grown to such proportions that the company 
will be obliged to enlarge its facilities at Hor- 
nellsville, and will as soon as the frost leaves the

STATE CLAIMS AND OTHER QUES- 
TIONS DECIDED. 
THE CLAIM OF VIRGINIA FOR A DEPOSIT 
OF SURPLUS FUNDS OVERRULED—THE 
OSCAR WILDE PHOTOGRAPH COPYRIGHT. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court to-day in the State claim 
ease which stands on the original docket as No. 16, ex 
parte the Commonwealth of Virginia. This is a peti- 
tion for a writ of mandamus to compel the Secretary of 
the Treasury to deposit with the State of Virginia the 
sum of $732,809, which is its proportionate pert of the 
fourth installment of the public money, which, by an 
act entitled “An act to regulate the deposits of the 
public money,” approved June 23, 1836, the Secretary 
of the Treasury was directed to deposit with the States. 
The court holds, first, that the act created no 
debt or legal obligation upon the part of 
the United States to the States accepting its 
terms, and only made provision for the deposit 


temporarily with the States,subjectto recall by the 
Government of a vortion of the surplus revenue of the 
United States; second, that the original act author- 
ized the deposits to be made out of the surplus revenue 
in the Treasury on Jan. 1, 18387. The act of?Oct. 2, 1887 
stponed the deposit of the fourth instaliment until 
an. 1, 1839, and when that time arrived, that install- 
ment Gould not be deposited, because the condition of 
the Treasury at that time did not admit of its being 
done. But Congress has not made the fourth instali- 
ment a charge upon the revenue arising inthe Treas- 
ury since Jan. 1, 1839, and the Secretary has no power 
to apply the present revenue to meet the fourth 
installment without the authority of an act 
ef Congress. The petition fora writ of mandamus is 
denied. Opinion by Justice Harlan. Under the act of 
1836, to which construction has thus been given by the 
eourt, there was deposited with States—then 26 in num- 
ber e sum of $28,101,644. Thissum has ever since 
been carried upon the books of the Treasury as an 
asset, but an unavailable one. The fourth installment, 
if it had pen paid, would have increased this sum to 
$37,468,858. The onl y State which has followed the ex- 
ample of Virginia in instituting proceedings to enforce 
the deposit of the fourth installment fs Arkansas, 
which recently made a formal demand upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 
decision relating to the duties and responsibilities 
of United States Marshals and their sureties was aleo 
rendered in the case of George I. Lammon et al. against 
Louis Fensier et al., Executors; in error to the Circuit 
Sourt for the District of Nevada. The court holds that 
the taking by a Marshal upon a writ of altachment on 
mesne process against one person of the property of 
another is a breach of the condition of his official bond 
for which his sureties are liable. The judgment of the 
Circuit Court is affirmed. Opinion by Justice Gray. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of the Swift 
& Courtney and Beecher Match Company, appellant, 
against the United States; appeal from the Court of 
Claims. This was a stit brought by the match com- 

ny to recover from the United States the sum of 
§35,420,000 as commissions upon purchases of internal 
revenue stamps under the revenue laws of 1868, 1864, 
and 1870. In the Court of Claims the match company’s 
petition was dismissed. The court reyerses the judg- 
ment of the lower court and remands the case with di- 
rections to render judgment in favorjof the match com- 

ny for $28,616, whichis all of its claim that is not 
Cased by the statute of limitation. Opinion by Justice 
Matthews. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of the Bur- 
row-Giles Lithographic Company, plaintiff in error, 
against Napoleon Sarony; in_error to the Circuit Court 
ef the United States for the Southern District of New- 
York. This wasasuit brought by Sarony against the 
lithographic company, under the provisions of sec- 
tion 4,952 of the Revised Statutes, for alleged infringe- 
ment of a copyright upon a photograph of Oscar Wilde. 
The only important question raised by the case is, 
whether Congress had and hasthe constitutionalkright to 
protect photographs and negatives thereof by pops. 
right. The court holds, first, that there is no doubt that 
the§Constitution is broad enough to cover an act au- 
thorizing copyright of poo so far as they are 
representations or original intellectual conceptions of 
their authors ;second,that the finding of facts shows that 
the photograph sued on in this case was an original 
work of art, which was the product of the plaintiff's in- 
tellectual invention, and of which the plaintiff was the 
author; and that it belonged to a class of inventions 
for which the Constitution intended that Congress 
should secure to him the exclusive right to use, pub- 
lish, and sell, as it has done by section 4,952 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. The court expresses no opinion as to 
whether this protection would extend to a mere me- 
chanical reproduction by photographic process of the 
physical features or outlines of an animate or inani- 
mate object, where there was no originality of thought 

r novelty in the intellectual operations connected with 
fs visible reproduction in the shape of a picture. The 
judgment of the Circuit Court in favor of Sarony is 
affirmed. Opinion by Justice Miller. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of O. J. Hol- 
lister, Collector of Internal Revenue, against Zion’s Co- 
Operative Mercantile Institution. In error to the Su- 

reme Court of Utah. The question raised by this case 
s whether certain due bills or orders for merchandise, 
issued on an extensive scale by the Zion Co-operative 
Institution, and used for circulation, are “ notes” with- 
n the meaning of the act of Feb. 8, 1875, which pro- 
vides that all persons and corporations other than na- 
tional banks shal! pay,a tax of 10 per cent. “on all notes 
used for speculation and paid out by them.” This court 
holds that the obligations here in question are 
not notes within the meaning of the law, and 
are not taxable, “It was, no doubt,” the 
court says, “‘the eetpeee of Congress in imposing 
this tax to provide against competition with the 
established nationa] currency for circulation as money, 
but as it was not likely that obligations payable in any- 
thing else than money would pass beyond a limited 
neighborhood no attention was given to such issues as 
affecting the volume of the currency or its Sony 
value.’”’ The judgment of the Supreme Court of Utah 
is affirmed. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. The 
same question raised in the above case is presented by 
the case of Jonathan C. Willis, Collector, ys. the 
Belleville Nail Company, in error to the Cireult Court 
of the United States for the Southern District of Lili- 
nois. For reasons given in the opinion in the Zion Co- 
operative Institution case, the judgment of the court 
below in this case is also affirmed. Opinion by Chief- 
Justice Waite.

WASHINGTON, March 17, 1884. 
The bill extending the term of the Court of 
Alabama Claims until December, 1884, was taken up in

Bassett as Consul-General of the Republic of Hayti at 
New-York, and Cuthbert Singleton as Vice-Consul of 
Hayti at New-York.

MRS. SOLOMON CALLS HER HUSBAND A GAM- 
BLER AND HE CALLS HER A TERMAGANT. 
Morris Solomon, who attracted some 

attention several months ago by having 

Henry J. Rice arrested for swindling him 

out of several thousand dollars in playing cards 

on the steam-ship Servia, was arrested recently 
in a suit brought by his wife for separate main- 
tenance, and lodged in Ludlow-Street Jail. She 
charged that he deserted her in 1876 after having 
treated her cruelly. The order of arrest was 
granted on her assertion that Solomon was 


beta ony but had said he would leave New-York 
again if she sued him for nape. ‘ 

The suit was tried before Judge Van Brunt, in 
the Supreme Court, Special Term, yesterday. 
Mrs. Solomon testified that three weeks after 
their marriage her husband began to beat her. 
and that he continued to strike, pinch, and hur 
knives and forks at her until he departed from 
New-York about six months later. Her father, 
she said, had set Solomon up in the tailoring 
business after their marriage, but he was a gam- 
bler and had assaulted her because she would not 
give him money to play. Henrietta Aaron testified 
thata few weeks after their marriage she went 
tosee them and gave Mrs. Solomon a wedding 

resent of $30, which Solomon took from her. 

rs. Solomon then showed her black and blue 
marks on her arms, which she said her husband 
had made. Albert Edelman testified that he had 
met Solomon in Australia andin South Africa, 
and knew that he had been engaged in gambling 
enterprises there. When Solomon and his part- 
ner settled their accounts, Edelman eaid, the 
former received £14,000 as his share. Edelman 
laughingly denied that he had been a convict 
and that his limbs were scarred by gyves. 

Rice, who said he wasacierk in the Sheriff's 
office, swore that Solomon told him on the Servia 
that he had plenty of money and diamonds. He 
[Rice] had wen $2,680 from Solomon in 20 min- 
utes at tossing half-crowns. The last toss was 
for £200. He won, but Solomon did not pay him. 
He told how Solomon had him arrested here, and 
he denied that he was a gambler, though he often 
played cards and had crossed the Atlantic 17 
times. Police Captain McDonnell, known famil- 
iarly as “ Lightning Charlie,” testified;that Solo- 
mon toJd him that he had no money of his own, 
that the money Rice got from him belonged to 
his brother and sister, and thatif he did not get 
it back he would commit suicide, 

Solomon denied the charges of his wife. He 
said she had driven him from her by eternally

SUICIDE OF A RISING LAWYER. 
iceiidetiiasiaians 
A MEMBER OF A WELL-KNOWN PENNSYI- 
VANIA FAMILY SHOOTS HIMSELF. 

Hiram Morris Richmond, a prominent 
lawyer of Meadville, Crawford County, Penn., 
committed suicide yesterday morning at the 
Metropolitan Hotel, in this city. He arrived at 
the hotelin the morning with his uncle, James 
L. Morris, who recently came from Colorado. 
They breakfasted together, and after eating 
lightly Richmond went up to his room, telling 
his uncle that he would returnin a few minutes. 
After waiting half an hour, Mr. Morris went up 
to the room and found the door locked, He 
knocked, but received no answer. The hotel 


people unlocked the door, and Mr, Rich- 
mond was found lying dead on _ the 
bed. He had _ shot himself through the 
right temple and inthe left side. The revolver 
which he had used was still grasped in his right 
hand. Although the deceased was but 30 years 
of age, he was known as one of the best lawyers 
in Meadville. He belongs toa well-known family, 
his father, &. B. Richmond, being the most prom- 
inent criminal lawyer in that part of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the author of several works of fiction, 
His uncle, H. L. Richmond, was a member of 
Congress. 

Young Richmond was married to Miss Mar- 
“peeigel Fowler four years ago, and the couple 

ave one child, a girl 16 months old. They lived 
in a handsome house in Chestnut-street, Mead- 
ville. Richmond had a good practice and was 
financially prosperous. His domestic relations 
were of the happiest nature. His uncle said yes- 
terday that he had for years suffered terribly 
from dyspepsia. and that his illness had doubtless 
affected his brain. Three years ago he went to 
Florida with his uncle, to whom he was greatly 
attached, but the trip did not result in any per- 
manent improvement in his health. 

On Sunday the dead man expressed astrong 
wish to visit this city. He was in very poor 
health, was’ overworked, and altogether ina 
wretched condition. It was not deemed safe for 
him to travel alone, and, as his father was un- 
able to come with him, Mr. Morris, who was on a 
visit to his relatives jn Pennsylvania, was in- 
duced to do so. They left Meadville at 10:30 
o’clock on Sunday night, and arrived here early 
inthe morning. Mr. Morris is satisfied that his 
nephew contemplated suicide before he left 
home. The following letter was found in his 
room: 

My DEAR, DARLING LITTLE WIFE AND BABy: Ere 
this will have reached you doubtless you will have 
heard of my sad ending. My dear wife, pray for me, 
and my dear mother and father also. May God forgive 
me, and mer we meetin that land that knows not sor- 
row. God bless you! God bless you! HILE 

Mr. Morris left the city last evening for Mead- 
ville with the body of his nephew.

To the Editor of the New-York Temes: 

Please state in an early issue upon what 
ocoasion I * voted against making the civil service 
rules compulsory in cities where they are now 
optional.” The bill entitled “An act to amend 
chapter 354 of the Laws of 1883, entitled ‘An act 
to regulate and improve the civil service of the 
State of New-York,’” which I voted against, 
permit me to say, in my judgment, did not 
“ make the civil service reform rules compulsory 
in cities where they are now optional,” The 
provision in question of that bill was as follows: 

“SECTION 8. The Mapor of each city in this State hav-" 
ing a population of 20, or over, as shown by the last 
census, is authorized and ia hereby directed to prescribe 
such reguistaons for the admission of persons into the 
civil s of such city as mey best promotethe 
efficiency thereof and ascertain the fitness of candi- 
dates in respect to character, knowledge, and ability for 
the branch of the service into which t seek to enter, 
and for this purpose he shal] from time to time employ 
suitable persons to conduct such inquiries and make 
examinations, and shall prescribe their duties and es- 
tablish regulations for the conduct of persons who may 
receive appointments in the said service. And the 
regulations so to be prescribed shall, among other 
things, provide and declare, as in the second sub- 
division of the second section of this act is provided 
and declared in reference to regulations for admission 
to the civil service of the State.” 

There is not, it is obvious, anything ‘*‘ compul- 
sory” about this. The Mayor may take his own 
time “to prescribe such regulations,” &c. He 
may never do it, and there is not any way, at 
least there was not any way shown in the As- 
sembly, of compelling him to doit. I shall be 
very glad if you will show some way. 

The Mayor by this bill is ‘“‘to prescribe such 
regulations for the admission of persons into the 
civil service of such city as may best promote 
the efficiency thereof and ascertain the fitness of 
candidates in respect to character, knowledge, 


and ability for the branch of the service into 
which they seek to enter."” Who is to determine, 
or in what way is it to be determined, whether 
any regulations which any Mayor of any city 
may prescribe for the admission of persons 
into the civil service of such city “may best 
promote the efficiency thereof and ascertain 
the fitness of candidates in respect to character, 
knowledge, and ability for the branch of the 
service into which they should scek to enter.” 
The bill does not answer this question, nor has it 
been answered inthe Assembly. You may aid 
in the reconsideration of the vote by which the 
bill was defeated and in passing the act if you 
will answer it. Perhaps, in answering this ques- 
tion, you will inform me why a person “seeking 
to enter the service” should, by statute, merely 
because “he seeks to enter the service,” have a 
right to any official inquiry whatever and at the 
expense of the city, for the suitable persons con- 
ducting the inquiries I apprehend must be paid, 
and why the “ ability” of the candidate “for the 
branch of theservice into which he seeks to enter” 
rather than his “ ability” for the office which he 
asks for should be inquired into. 

eye suppose a Mayor of any city should be 
of the opinion that for the regulations which he 
should “prescribe for the admission of per- 
sons into the civil service of such city” to 
* provide and declare asin the second subdivi- 
sion of the second section of the act is provided 
and declared,” &c., would not best promote the 
efficiency of the civilservice of such city, and 
should insist upon acting upon that opinion, 
what would follow ? 

lam not unmindful of the provision of the bill 
in question, which reads as follows: 

“Within two months after the passage of this act it 
shalibethe duty of each of said Mayors, in and by 
such regulations, to cause to be arranged in classes the 
several clerks and persons employed or being in the 
public service of the city of which -he {s Mayor, and he 
shall include in one or more of such classes, so far as 
poneiestie, for the purposes of the examination here- 
n provided for, all subordinate clerks and officers in 
the public service of the sald city towhom his power 
under this act extends.” 

With reference to this provision of this bill I 
would ask what is to be done in case any Mayor 
of any city should decide that it would not best 
promote the efficiency of the civil service of such 
city ** to arrange in classes the several clerks and 
persons employed or being in the public serv- 
ice of the city of which he is Mayor?” &c, 
A Mayor might, I cannot but think, honestly 
decide that even if this arranging “in classes 
the several clerks and persons employed,” &c., 
was practicable it would not best promote the 
efficiency of the public service of the city of 
which he was Mayor. Could he be compelled to 
decide that it would? Suppose, however, that 
whether, with reason or without reason, any 
Mayor of any sity in this State, within the 
provisions of this bill, should not “ within two 
months after the passage of the act prescribe 
rorenens in and by which he should cause 
to be arranged in classes the several cle@&s and 
persons employed,” &c., what would be the con- 
sequence? Putting the Mayor in jail or remov- 
ing him from office, even if either would be a 
remedy, would not effect the arranging “in 
classes of the several clerks or persons em- 
ployed.” Thope that you will be willing to show 
that this provision of this bill is capable of en- 
forcement. 

I amas earnestly in favor of an official and 
honest civil service as you or any one else can be. 
But I am not in favor of passing a so-called law 
which will be a dead letter on the statute book. 
That the Mayors of some of the cities of this 
State, particularly the Mayor of Brooklyn, and I 
presume the Mayor of this city, are willing to 
carry out this bill is not material. An act of the 
Legislature which depends for its execution upon 
the willingness of the persons or officials upon 
whom it is to operate to conform to its provis- 
ions is not the less, on that account, a dead let- 
ter. I have not the time to advert to the other 
provisions of this bill. 

I submit that the bill does not ‘*make the civil 
service reform rules compulsory in cities where 
they are now optional.”

The hearing on the bill extending the 
time of the Rapid Transit Commission to 
serve the interests of the Cable Railway 
Company, and amendments thereof, has 
closed. The Senate Committee on Rail- 
roads, which has been listening to. the 
arguments of Mr. Suaw, should not lose 
sight of the fact that he represents the 
Standard Oil Company’s interests, and 
that his object to put an’ end 
po far as possible to competition 
in surface railroad facilities and to 
secure a monopoly in the use of the streets 
for the cable attachment of the great 
petroleum concern, Tie methods which 
have characterized its transactions hereto- 
fore are not calculated to beget confidence 
and invite a grant toit of special privileges 
and the removal! in its behalf of restrictions 
which operate against others. What is 
needed is a general railroad bill furnishing 
a fair field for competition and protecting 
the public against a disregard of its in- 
terests.

The bill extending the ‘‘ commission 
hours” on the elevated railroads passed 
the Assembly last evening by the signifi- 
cant vote of 71 to 20. There is every 
probability that the Governor will have 
an opportunity to reconsider his position 
on the question of reducing fares on these 
roads. Their income has continued to 
increase in the last year, and there is little 
probability that it would diminish if only 
5 cents were charged at all hours, and 
yet the Governor would meet practically 
the same question which gave him 60 
much trouble a year ago.

the earth has been so exhaustively exam- 
ined and reported upon, officially, scien- 
tifically, ethnologically, and historically, 
as Alaska and everything thereunto ap- 
pertaining. The Alaska Commercial 
Company have a lease from the 
Government, and that lease is in 
the nature of a monopoly, since 
nobody can kill seals on the grounds rent- 
ed to the company without infraction of 
law. The spirit of the average American 
citizen rises against every semblance of 
monopoly. It is the desire of thousands 
of men that the sealing grounds shall be 
thrown open to the world, and this source 
of revenue be exhausted in a single season. 
This accounts for the raid frequently made 
upon the lease, which was executed dur- 
ing Secretary BOUTWELL’s administration, 
and which has been investigated and re- 
investigated at intervals from that time 
until now. 





In their valuable letter of suggestions 
regarding the proposed Greely search ex- 
pedition, Capt. NarEs, Capt. MARKHAM, 
and their associates said that the co-opera- 
tion, of whalers might be invited. Of 
course any humane commander of a 
whaling vessel in the arctic would be 
sure to follow traces of the Greely party, 
(should he come upon them,) provided the 
search did not too seriously interfere with 
his own gainful errand. But, in order to 
insure the active co-operation ‘of “Masters 
of whaling vessels, the _ Government 
might offer a ~ suitable reward ° for 
any private craft that should.rescue the 
missing men. There has been some dis- 
cussion of this proposition, but nothing, 
has come of it. This is the season for the 
outfitting and departure of whalers bound 
north. Very soon they : will’ be on their 
voyage, and whatever is to be done in the 
direction indicated must be done at once. 
A reward of, say, $50,000, offered by the 
Government for the rescue of the Greely 
party would stimulate private \ searches 
and would. cost nothing whatever, unless 
private enterprise should anticipate and 
render needless any « further ’ expensive 
search by the Government. 


The practice of giving to the families of 
members of Congress who die while in 
office the salary for their unexpired term 
has now a pretty firm hold. - It was first 
adopted as an exceptional act of charity 
where the family of the dead Representa- 
tive was in need, but the circumstances of 
the survivors are not now considered. *, In 
some cases the money has been voted to 
persons wholly independent. , It:is prob- 
ably hopeless to undertake to check the 
disposition to thus waste the public money, 
but it is none the less true that it is waste. 
We may add that the present practice de- 
prives Congress of the opportunity to oc- 
casionally do, a gracious and just act in 
such unusual cases, for instance, as that 
of Mr. HASKELL. 


THE.ROOSEVELT BILL SIGNED. 


Gov. CLEVELAND has performed no duty 
since he has held the office of Chief Magis- 
trate of this State which will so commend 
him to the confidence of right-thinking 
people as the signing of the bill which will 
hereafter give the Mayor of this city un- 
trammeled power to select the heads of 
administrative departments. ; He has been 
subjected to very, strong pressure from 
some of the so-called leaders of his party 
which he might perhaps have avoided by 
acting more promptly, but his courage and 
firmness have been made more conspicu- 
ous by the fact that he did not evade ‘this 
party ordeal. : He deserves great credit for 
the independence with which he has acted 
in this case, and, in spite of the curses of 
Tammany, has beyond doubt strengthened 
himself with the people. 

The Governor has seen fit to meet the 
criticism which he anticipated by stating 
his reasons for signing the bill at some 
length. . He has no difficulty in sweeping 
away the objections which’ have been 
made on the pretended ground that an in- 
terference with the rights of the people 
and the principles of self-government was 
proposed. The Mayor elected by the peo- 
ple of the whole city represents them 
more directly than the Aldermen who are 
elected by the same people in twenty- 
four separate constituencies. The dele- 
gated power of the people will be 
exercised more - directly and openly 
through the Mayor alone, and he can be 
held responsible as no one could be under 
the existing system. There is no inter- 
ference with home rule or local self-gov- 
ernment. «, The Governor’s reasoning on 
this point is absolutely conclusive. But 
he goes further and commits himself in 
the most positive manner to the prin- 
ciple of undivided responsibility as di- 
recting the way to good administra- 
tion and the protection of the peo- 
ple’s interests. He believes that there 
should be no excuse for bad appointments 
in the plea that the approval of the City 


Nothing on the face of | 
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Council is necessary, and he makes a good 
point when he says that no instance has 
been cited in which a bad appointment 
has been prevented. It may be that the 
testimony of ex-Gov. HOFFMAN is not 
entitled to all the respect on account of 
its source that the present Governor is dis- 
posed to accord to it, but the principles de- 
clared in his veto message of 1872 are 
sound by whomsoever stated. 

The Governor declares his readiness to 
approve judicious legislation intended to 
supplement the Roosevelt bill, and clearly 
intimates his agreement with those who 
urge a rearrangement of the terms of 
some of the officers affected and the 
election of others by the people. In speak- 
ing of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment as affected by the act just 
signed, he shows that the method of their 
selection isin no way modified except in 
removing the complication of Aldermanic 
confirmation, and presumably he favors 
the election of the Controller and President 
of the Board of Aldermen by the people 
of the whole city. This would leave in 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
only one member not chosen directly by 
the people. Some provision should cer- 
tainly be made which would enable the 
Mayor chosen next Fall to appoint suc- 
cessors to the officers now at the head of 
departments. He should not be loaded 
with the appointments of the outgoing 
Mayor, and his power of removal should 
not be hampered with the restrictions of 
the present law as it has been construed 
by the courts. 

Gov. CLEVELAND is entirely right in say- 
ing that the responsibility for good gov- 
ernment in the city should rest upon its 
citizens. By exhibiting a proper public 
spirit, and taking that active interest in 
affairs which their own self-interest sug- 
gests, those who have most at stake can 
secure an honest and efficient administra- 
tion; but no system can be devised through 
which indifference and neglect can obtain 
the rewards of watchfulness and exertion. 
If the people will exercise their power of 
control they may have good government; 
if they will not, they have no right to call 
upon any other power to save them from 
the consequences. 





FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION. 


The bill of Senator Buarir,’ of New- 
Hampshire, to appropriate money from 
the national Treasury for aid to the com- 
mon schools of the various States proceeds 
upon a principle which is very generally 
recognized as sound. It meets a need of 
which no one can deny the existence, and 
itis in harmony with the general rela- 
tion of the States to the National 
Government. That is to say, while 
it puts the national Treasury under 
contribution to promote that degree 
of education which is indispensable to 
the * most * moderately intelligent _ex- 
ercise of the suffrage, it provides that the 
funds drawn from the Treasury shall be 
expended by the administrations of the 
several States benefited. It further re- 
quires that the good faith of the State 
Governments shall be demonstrated by 
the expenditure, from their own resources, 
of one-third, at least, of the amount re- 
ceived in each year from the National 
Government. 

It is understood, of course, that by far 
the larger part of this appropriation, which 
is to be divided in proportion to the num- 
ber of those over 10 years of age in each 
State unable to read and write, would go 
to the Southern States. There are 14 of 
these which * would receive more than 
two-thirds of the fund on the basis of 
the returns of the census of 1880. It 
should be added that no one of . these 
would fall below the limit fixed by the 
bill," namely an expenditure of at least 
one-third of the amount drawn from the 
national Treasury. It is in these States 
that the greatest need of instruction is 
felt, and it is in them, also, that the Gen- 
eral Government, since the suffrage has 
been there extended by the operation of 
the national Constitution, may most prop- 
erly come to the aid of the States in 
education. 

But while the need for Federal aid is 
generally conceded, it is very desirable 
that in extending this aid the General 
Government should do something more 
than furnish money, and this it might 
naturally and justly do. Since the country 
at large, including States which already 
have made very generous provision for the 
instruction of their own population, is té 
be taxed to provide means for education in 
other States, it isreasonable that the money 
should be expended in the most profitable 
manner, | It is not too much to say that 
if it be’ spent as the ; school funds of 
many of the States are spent, : it would 
be in great part wasted. » The country 
which supplies the money has a right to 
ask that the education which it pays for 
shall be the best attainable in kind, and 
limited to the directions in which it will do 
the most good, and that the money be made 
to goas faras it can. It is obvious, for 
instance, that, whatever may be done with 
the money of the various States, the Fed- 
eral taxes should be expended solely to 
give asound elementary education to the 
greatest attainable number of children. It 
should not be devoted, on the one hand, to 
colleges, high schools, and academies, and 
on the other it should be made to procure 
the best primary education in the so-called 
lower schools. 

The first of these conditions it would be 
very easy to provide for in the bill passed 
by Congress. The second would be more 
difficult, but would be entirely feasible. 
It could be accomplished by confining a 
certain proportion of the appropriation to 
the payment of the salaries of primary 
teachers, and requiring that these teachers 
should hold certificates from authorities 
designated in the bill. These authorities 
would naturally be named in great part by 
the States, but they should be associated 
with others to be provided by the Federal 
Government. Provision might also be 
made for normal schools in the States, 
and these should be liberally aided in 

those States where the Federal money is 
most largely needed and given, and where 
such schools are approved, on inspection, 
by competent officers to be provided by 
the Federal Government. If it be said

that this plan involves too great central- dispatches that were received on the day 


the obvious answer is that the action of 
the Government relates to money raised 
by Federal taxation, and simply aims at 
getting the greatest benefit from the ex- 
penditure. If any State objects to the 
fair and proper conditions on which the 
money is appropriated, it can escape them 
completely by declining the money. But 
itis plain that the conditions which we 
have outlined are both practical and nec- 
essary for the useful employment of the 
funds proposed to be appropriated. 


CATTLE DISEASE IN THE SENATE. 


The capacity of the Senate for unlimited 
debate and refined hair-splitting has never 
been so forcibly illustrated as in the dis- 


cussion of the foot and mouth disease res-: 


olution which finally passed yesterday. 
The original proposition was a simple one. 
Kansas béing a cattle-raising and cattle- 
exporting State, its people are naturally 
anxious that the wholesomeness of their 
droves shall be officially ascertained and 
certified. There are rumors afloat injuri- 
ously affecting the reputation of all Amer- 
ican beeves, and, on the pretext that the 
disease has attacked many cattle in the 
United States, it has been sought in En- 
gland to exclude American live cattle, 
just as the importation of American pork 
has been prohibited in Germany. Ac- 
cordingly, to settle.the question, and to 
provide a remedy if the contagion should 
be found to exist, Senator PLUMB intro- 
duced a joint resolution directing an in- 
quiry into the condition of the Kansas 
cattle, under authority of the United 
States, and appropriating $25,000 for that 
purpose, 

All went well up to this point, but, un- 
fortunately, Senator CoKE, of Texas, de- 
sired that other States than Kansas should 
share in the benefits of the appropriation, 
and he accordingly asked that ‘‘ Kansas” 
be stricken from the bill and its provisions 
be made broad enough to include the en- 
tire Republic. At this Senator HawLEY 
arose in his might, and declared that he 
did not want the United States Govern- 
ment invading the sovereign State of Con- 
necticut and slaughtering her cattle for 
the sake of locating and diagnosing any 
disease. ° This was the red rag to the bull. 
At that point the abstract merits of the 
joint resolution appropriating $25,000 to 
stamp out the foot and mouth disease in 
Kansas were lost sight of, and State rights 
became the theme of a debate which has 
lasted two days. It was in vain that Sen- 
ator CONGER lectured his colleagues on 
their prodigal waste of time in discussing 
‘a picayune appropriation of $25,000.” 
They had climbed up into the domain of 
philosophical politics, and there they 
meant to stay until the question was 
talked out, no matter what might happen 
to the cattle of Kansas, or of the entire Re- 
public, meantime. 

Senator INGALLSs, in last Friday’s_ de- 
bate, said that the recent legal-tender de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, which is to 
the effect that Congress may do anything 
that is not expressly forbidden by the 
Constitution, settled the question of State 
rights. This, of course, rankled in the 
bosoms of the Democratic Senators, who 
put forward the redoubtable BAYARD, 
whose idolatry of the fetich of State sover- 
eignty has been disturbed by a proposi- 
tion to permit the United States Govern- 
ment to make inquiry into the causes, 
effect, symptoms, and prevention of a 
cattle disease. _ To: his relief came several 
other Senators, HAWLEY, of Connecticut, 
among them, and the general tenor of the 
remarks of these alarmists was that it 
would be a gloomy day for the Republic 
and a mournful occasion for constitutional 
liberty when the foot and mouth disease 
should be investigated by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Senator BAYARD urged that the 
powers not expressly conferred by the 
Constitution upon’ the Federal Govern- 
ment, of which Congress is only a part, 
are retained. by the several sovereign 
States. The right to study the foot and 
mouth disease, therefore, not being in- 
cluded in the powers given to the Federal 
Government in the Constitution,’ is re- 
served by the several States, Kansas in- 
cluded. 

Unfortunately, a bill proposing for 
pleuro-pneumonia what is contemplated 
in the foot and mouth disease resolution 
is pending in the Senate, and the question 
of State rights must be all fought over 
again when that measure comes up for 
action. There were attempts to lug into 
the debate the everlasting question of 
inter-State commerce, (which is intimate- 
ly related to State rights,) by proposing 
that the traffic and transportation of cat- 
tle between the States might be regulated 
by quarantine and sanitary regulations. 
And Senator BAYARD, in sheer despera- 
tion, was willing to concede that the 
Federal Government, might collect facts 
and figures relating to the cattle disease, 
and he offered an amendment to accom- 
plish that laudable purpose. But, finally, 
all States and Territories were included 
in the provisions of the bill, the appropria- 
tion being raised to $50,000 to meet the in- 
creased expenditure. And, by a vote of 29 
to 14, the United States Senate decided 
that the Federal Government had power 
to stamp out the foot and mouth disease, 
State rights to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The gloomy day for constitutional 
liberty has evidently arrived. 


MR. GLADSTONE’S POSITION. 


It seems strange that it should now be 
reported from London that there is a like- 
lihood of the resignation of Mr. GLADSTONE 
and his coadjutors. So far as the Oppo- 
sition is concerned, the Government could 
scarcely be in a better position. There 
are really only two questions upon which 
it has been seriously attacked, for the new 
suffrage bill has not as yet been made the 
subject of a division and scarcely of a de- 
bate. The two questions upon which the 
opponents of the Government have tested 
their strength are the Egyptian policy and 
the Irish policy of Mr. GLADSTONE. 

Upon the former the Opposition had a 
much better chance at the opening of Par- 
liament than it has had since or perhaps 
than it is likely to have again. The Brit- 
ish military situation in Egypt certainly 
took on a very serious aspect from the 


on which the Queen’s speech 
The seriousness of the news made the con- 
ventional optimism of the address seem 
very absurd, and the vote of cénsure that 
was promptly moved thereafter looked 
like a damaging blow at the Govern- 
ment. With the improvement of the 
situation, however, the attack became 
less formidable, and when a division 
came to be had, the triumph of the Gov- 
ernment was signal. There has been noth- 
ing since to put in jeopardy the Parlia- 
mentary strength established in that di- 
vision. The victories since won in the 
Soudan are not decisive, but they are 
pretty clearly victories so far as they go. 
What is of even more importance is the 
business-like and intelligent conduct of 
the military operations, which is consid- 


erably more creditable to the British mili- 


tary system than the appearance of John 
Bull in his little wars are apt to be. In 
fact, the English public is an unreasonable 
public if it is not satisfied with the man- 
agement of Gen. GRAHAM and Admiral 
HEWITT. 

The Irish question, so far as it has ap- 
peared in Parliament at all, has been the 
occasion of an even more emphatic ap- 
proval of the Government than the Egyp- 
tian question. When the amendments to 
the Land bill moved by Mr. PARNELL’s 
party came up for discussion on March 5, 
although Mr. PARNELL himself was absent, 
the case of the Home Rulers was stated by 
Mr. Barry, in what Mr. TREVELYAN, who 
was the chief speaker on the Ministerial 
side, described as ‘‘ an able and agreeable 
speech.” Nevertheless, Mr. TREVELYAN 
declared that the enactment of the amend- 
ments ‘‘ would disquiet every owner of 
property, and probably utterly ruin the 
greater portion.” 
clared that the Land bill was working 
well, so well that it was entitled to be con- 
tinued without any radical amendments. 
Upon this issue the House divided, and 
the Government was successful by 235 
to 72. 

It is hard to see, how any Government 
could be more secure than these divisions 
make Mr. GLADSTONE’s Ministry. It 
seems, however, that the Government, se- 
cure as it is against the Opposition, is 
divided against itself. This is an unusual 
condition of things in constitutional Gov- 
ernments, in which the holders of offices 
commonly manage to reconcile their 
offices with their ‘“‘ views” until they are 
either actually put out or there seems an 
imminent danger, that they may be put 
out, whereupon some of the weaker 
brethren hasten to put themselves in a 
position to take office from the party that 
is about to have the disposition of offices. 
The question which agitates the Cabinet 
seems to be the question of the nature and 
extent of the British protectorate over 
Egypt. Mr. GLADSTONE has hitherto ad- 
ministered it upon the assumption that it 
was in the nature of a Receivership. That 
seems a rational theory of the position. 
By confining itself to that position, the 
Government can simply take charge of 
the assetiferous parts of Egypt, without 
incurring any responsibility for such com- 
mercially irrelevant works as the main- 
tenance of law and order and the sup- 
pression of the slave trade in the Sou- 
dan. There may be two opinions upon 
the wisdom of the policy by which En- 
gland took charge of Egypt. There can 
hardly be any dispute that, being in 
charge, she could do no less than she 1s 
now doing, and it is scarcely reasonable to 
ask her to do more. This appears to be 
Mr. GLADSTONE’S position, with which 
some of his colleagues disagree. In case 
of arupture, English opinion seems likely 
to sustain the Prime Minister and to in- 
sist that he shall be permitted to choose 
new colleagues to replace those who may 
retire from the Ministry upon this issue. 


MICE AND MATRIMONY. 


A very curious divorce suit is in progress 
in Cleveland, Ohio. The plaintiff, a mar- 
ried woman, complains that her husband 
is interested in white mice, and that there- 
fore she is entitled to a divorce. The de- 
fendant admits that in a single instance he 
did betray a passing interest in certain 
white mice, but that he has never been 
habitually addicted to mice of any color. 
The result of the suit will be awaited with 
much interest, since it may be expected 
to establish judicially the precise relation 
of white mice to marriage. 

The evidence in the case establishes the 
fact that the defendant while gazing in a 
shop window was accosted by a woman 
who asked him to enter a neighboring 
house in order to inspect some important 
white mice. The defendant does not deny 
that he acceded to the request and in- 
spected the mice, but—possibly because 
their importance was exaggerated—he did 
not buy them. The plaintiff, on learning 
these facts, instantly refused to live any 
longer with her husband, and began a suit 
for divorce, based wholly upon the inci- 
dent just related. 

It will of course be maintained by the 
husband that the casual inspection of cer- 
tain alleged important white mice was 
in no way a breach of his marriage vows, 
and he will show without difficulty that 
habitual intimacy with animals much 
larger than mice—such as dogs, horses, 
and cattle—has never been held to be suf- 
ficient cause for divorce. There is little 
doubt, however, that the plaintiff has a 
very strong case, and no jury will for a 
moment think of putting mice on a level 
with less dangerous, if larger, animals. 

The mouse, whatever may be his color, 
is, in the estimation of woman, the most 
dangerous and terrible animal in existence. 
A husband who voluntarily seeks the socie- 
ty gf mice thereby showsa want of sympa- 
thy with his wife that would probably be 
held by a Western court to amount to 
**incompatibility”—the cause for which so 
many Western divorces are granted. 
Again, the husband who is guilty of an 
interest in white mice necessarily de- 
stroys his wife’s peace of mind. Take 
the case of the Cleveland husband. Two 
courses were open to him if he in- 
tended to yield to an unholy passion for 
mice. He could either bring white 
mice into his house, and thereby make 
it necessary for his wife to leave it in 
order to be safe from sudden attack, or 
he could leaye his mice in charge of the

to gratify his thirst for extraneous mice. 
In such case the neglected wife would 


surely have good cause for complaint, and. 


almost any chivalric Western jury would 
release her from her heartless and de- 
praved husband. 

As yet nocourt has decided that mice 
and marriage are incompatible. This, 
however, is probably due to the fact that 
no court has ever been called upon to give 
a decision inthe matter. Now at last we 
shall have a decision which will be a legal 
precedent, and in view of the implacable 
enmity which exists between women and 
mice, it is extremely probable that the de- 
cision will be in favor of the plaintiff in 
the Cleveland divorce suit.

The public-spirited Britons who write 
letters to the editors of the London papers have 
lately been agitated touching the case of BAKER 
Pasha. One of them calls the attention of his 
newspaper to what he says is “a long-standing 
rule inthe British Army and Navy,” that what- 
ever crime a man may have committed before a 
battle is forgiven after he has taken part in one. 
BAKER Pasha fought and was wounded at Teb, 
and is thus entitled to the benefit of the 
rule. The “rule,” if it be-+a rule, must 
apply merely to breaches of military dis- 
cipline and petty offenses punishable by 
courts-martial. It cannot be made to op- 
erate against the sentence of a civil court, such 
as that in consequence of which the Queen dis- 
pensed with the services of Col. BAKER, and it 
would be a dangerous precedent to proclaim 
that gallantry in the field could condone ruffian- 
ism in private life. In that case the State of 
South Carolina would be compelled to’ overlook 
the murders committed by old CAsH in his pri- 
vate wars, and possibly to give him a permit for 
fresh murders, upon the ground that he fourcht 
the Yankees. It is true, however, that BAKER 
has been severely punished for his offense, and it 
is probably for that reason that the London 
newspapers approve of the proposal to reinstate 
him in the British Army.

BANDMANN AS NARCISS, 

After a prolonged absence .from the 
metropolitan stage, Mr. Daniel Bandmann reap- 
peared here last evening at the Thalia Theatre in 
the title réle of Brachvogel’s German tragedy. 
“Narciss.” A crowded house, that did not stint 
its applause either as to volume or frequency, 
greeted the actor and gave him a welcome 
so hearty as to make him feel at the very 
outset that he was among friends and 
admirers again. Mr. Bandmann’s personation 
of the vagabond, forsaken husband, and, finally, 
patriot, varied little from what it has been hereto- 
fore. He is an actor too set in his ways to change 
at his time of life. His Narciss is always a good, 
and sometimes an excellent, personation, but 
never a great one. In the estimation of 
many who saw and heard him last even- 
ing he suffered much by comparison with Herr 


Ludwig Barnay, whose performance of the same 
pers is remembered with grateful enthusiasm. 

andmann is too painfully self-conscious and 
too narrow in his views to rise to the heights for 
which the Play_affords scope. The audience is 
never permitted to forget the art of the player.’ 
They see throughout that he is aiming to: obtam 
their applause, and that, therefore, his own iden- 
tity is not sunk in that of the character he repre« 
sents. The.performance was an intellicent and 
studied one rather than one of feeling. Itshowed 
the marks of thought and care and of painstak- 
ing attention to detail, but the mischief and the 
weakness of it were that it showed these marks 
too plainly.

Geistinger more 
than shared the honors of the evening with 
Bandmann. In the dialogue in the third act, 
where she tells the story of her forsaking her 
husband, for whom she at the same time 
avows her continued love, she was_ highly 
affecting and her acting was wonderfully 
realistic.

UNDER THE GREEN “FLAG 


CELEBRATIONS IN HONOR OF IRE- 
LAND’S PATRON SAINT. 

A SMALLER PROCESSION THAN USUAL, 
SEVERAL DINNERS IN THE EVENING, 
AND SOME FUN AMONG THE BROKERS. 

That the idea of celebrating Saint 
Patrick’s Day with monster processions and 
large expenditures of money is fast becoming 
distasteful to the intelligent Irish citizen has 
been made evident during the past four years by 
the constant decrease in the interest shown by 
the general public in the celebration and by the 
steadily diminishing number of those who join 

n the procession. Yesterday gave fresh evi- 

dence of the fact that in this city, at least, the 

glory of Saint Patrick’s Day is fast departing. 
The sky was overcast with clouds, but a better 

day for marching could not have been had, and 

the streets were in fine condition for the proces- 


sion, but notwithstanding these facts the num- 
ber of people gathered along the line of march 
wasatno point sogreatas to block the side- 
walks, and the procession itself was probably the 
smallest ever seen in thiscity. The usual speech- 
making at Jones’s Wood was dispensed with al- 
together, and the only public observance of the 
day was the street demonstration. It was no- 
ticeable, too, that the away aed of displaying 
miniature Irish flags is falling into disrepute. A 
few horses bore these emblems on their heads, 
and the small boy was pientifully supplied with 
them, but they were not nearly so common as in 
years gone by. 

The procession started from Fourteenth-streect 
and Fourth-avenue at 1:30 P. M.,and marched 
down Fourth-avenue and the Bowery to Canal- 
street, through to Broadway, and up that thor- 
oughfare to Seventeenth-street. Here it turned 
to the right and marched past the stand on the 
Plaza, where it was. received by Mayor Edson. 
On the stand, in addition to the Mayor, were 
Commissioner of Public Works Hubert O. 
Thompson, Park Commissioners Wales and 
Crimmins, Street Cleaning Commissioner Cole- 
man, Excise Commissioner Morris, Police Justice 
Gorman, Aldermen Kirk, Sheils, Duffy, Grant, 
Kenney, Cleary, Pearson, De Lacey, Dempecy. 
Finck, Miller, Reilly, McQuade and O'Neil, C. B. 
Galwin, and ex-Assemblyman Kenney. The 
head of the procession reached the reviewin 
stand at 3:10 P. M.,and Inspector Thorne an 
Capt. Williams cleared the square for the passage 
of the men. 

Following a squad of mounted police came the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment, Col. Cavanagh, acting as 
escort. Then came the Hibernian Rifie Corps, 
four companies, and the St. James Rifle Corps 
and Emmet Guard. Grand Marshal Patrick M. 
Mallon, with his aides, mounted, came next, and 
following them were 26 carriages, containing the 
officers of the Convention of Irish Societies and 
their guests, prominent among whom were Com- 
missioner of Charities and Correction Brennan 
Register Reilly, County Clerk Keenan, ex-Sheri 
Reilly, Coroner Martin, and ex-Alderman Farley. 
Thirty-six divisions of the Ancient Order of Hi- 
berniauns followed the carriages and completed 
the procession; which occupied 45 minutes in 
passing the stand, and numbered less than 3,000 
persons. After passing the stand the line of 
march was up Fourth-avenue to Eighteenth- 
street, to Seventh-avenue, to Forty-second-street, 
to Fifth-avenue, and down that thoroughfare to 
Madison-square, where the parade was dismissed. 

The “ bulis” and the “* bears” of the Stock Ex- 
change were soothed into perfect docility yester- 
day noon by the sweet vocalization of J. Khine- 
lander Dillon, Richard Halsted, and many other 
celebrants of Saint Patrick’s Day. Several stray 
notes of * Wearing of the Green” and “Saint 
Patrick’s Day in the Morning” floated out of the 
open windows of the Exchange and astonished 
the passers-by in Wall, Broad, and New streets. 
The celebration was organized by Mr. Dillon, 
who appeared on the floor of the trading-room 
wearing a tall silk hat protusely trimmed with 
green. He quickly formed a procession, and, 
with Mr. Halsted as Assistant Marshal, marched 
thrice around the room singing patriotic Irish 
songs in various keys. About 150 brokers joined 
in the procession, which wended its way up stairs, 
around the bond-room, and in and out of the 
galleries.

That honor belongs 
to the Irish Charitable Society of Boston. 
We date our own society from 178, 
but the organization from which we de- 
scended extends back to 1762. In _ that 
year Broadway terminated at Reade-street. On 
a hill above that the Irish residents of New-York 
152 years ago celebrated St. Patrick’s Day, and 
the consequence was that the next year a society 
ealied the Friencly Brothers of St. Patrick was 
formed. Its objects were social as well as benev- 
olent, and was formed upon the model of a par- 
ent society in Dublin. g 

The speaker then gave a detailed account of 
the growth ot the society. He said that on gatis- 
factory evidence he was convinced that the Irish 
race was in America before Coiumbus landed. 
When the Northmen discovered Iceland they 
found there the remains of Irishmen. Those 
Irishmen, he had reason to believe, visitea 
the country above Massachusetts be- 
fore the Norsemen found Iceland. ere- 
fore the Irish had whatever claim the 
right of discovery gave them. After the speech 
the vocalists sang * Let Erin Remember the Days 
of Old.” The toast of “The Day and All Who 
Honor it” was responded to by Judge J. F. Daly. 
He said that the Irishmen came to America to 
get all they couldand staid. The English came 
to get all there was,and they went away owing 
to previous engagements with the American 
troops. The next toast, the * United States,” 
was responded to by Robert Sewell. After he 
had.spoken 37 minutes some one called for the

There is English, Welsh, and 
Scotch blood in me. If there had been one drop 
of Irish blood in me, there would have been a 
spontaneous combustion. However, we 
shall find out before the next anni- 
versary. There are going to be plenty. 
I am now preparing for a Danish one. 
I'm looking for an ancestor. Seriously, with 
some abatements, I do admire the Irish. When 
fish are small, they fry them whole; when they 
are large, they trim them. The Irish can afford to 
be eviscerated and still have a good substance 
left. Did you ever think that fruit trees never 
eat their own apples? Ireland raises men, 
and all the world plucks them. There is not a 
nation on whose battle-fields the Irish have not 
been found. and no nation has profited more by 
them than this nation. The humbler Irishmen 
in this land, with their pittance of wages, anxious 
to send money to their old fathers and mothers 
to bring them over, are the last and least 
who should be first. When I look upon the 
labor of the spade, where have we had the bone 
and the muscle that have done that work? 
Where have we found better citizens than the 
children of the Irish? If they do not understand 
all the secrets of liberty it is not their fault. 
They have not been used to it. When I see them 
willing to become Aldermen, I cannot deny their 
fidelity to the country. 

Ireland is like Laocoon. But the mighty ser- 
pents of oppression will be baffled and Laocoon 
will live. 1 admire the English, but they are hard 
masters. That led tothe War of Independence. 
They have been hard governors in oriental lands. 
But this is going to end. When they find ob- 
stinate persistence they can be brought to 
their senses. Not ail that has been done 
is to be approved. Cultured [Irishmen do 
not approve of it. This use of dynamite, 
this attempt to scratch England meets no sym- 
pathy.

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BREAKS IN THE LEVEES. 


ACTIVE WORK GOING ON TO REPAIR THE 
rr BROKEN PLACES. 

’ New-Or.eEans, March 17.—The water has 
fallen all the way from three toeight inches be- 
tween this city and Bayou Sara on account of 
the break through the huge mud-bank at Mor-’ 
gansea, although rising steadily at Natchez and 
points above. - This fact has greatly relieved the 
apprehensions of the people of Lower Louisiana, 
who considered that the crevasse bas saved them 
from a general inundation.. The break at Mor- 
gansea, which occurred at 5 o'clock Friday 


night, was 600 feet wide at Il o'clock that 
night, 900 feet at 11 o'clock on Saturday morning, 
and 2,600 feet at noon yesterday. State Engineer 
Brown has gone up from ton Rouge with 
laborers and appliances, hoping to save the 
broken ends of the levee by ae facings 
around them and thus preserving about 1,300 
feet of the bank on each side. Previous to this 
ear this levee had been down for a decade, and 
t was an open question whether it should be re- 
built or not. The United States engineers con- 
cluded to the contrary, it being considered wis- 
est to —_— it open as an outlet for surplus 
waters, or, in other words, to let nature have her 
own way about it, as she had always succeeded 
in doing anyhow, regardless of the theories of 
the two extreme classes of Eads or Cowdon. ‘ 

Gov. McEnery, however, having some money on 
hand which could be devoted to the purpose and 
ambitious of the title of ‘* Levee Governor,” 
ordered the work to be rebuilt, which was done 
at the cost of $80,000. Unfortunately a portion of 
the bank was quicksand, which prevented the 
work being of astanch character, and when the 
water reacheda certain height the levee gave 
way at precisely the same point where it had 
given way every time before when it got in the 
way of the surging waters. The crevasse water 
will probably inundate more or less of 13 parish- 
es, but they can better bear it than that portion 
of the State which was constantly menaced while 
it stood. Since the fall of the river of eight 
inches there, occasioned by the break at Morgan- 
sea, the Medora levee in Iberville is considered 
safe. The force yesterday morning was increased 
to nearly 250men. Thedry weather enables the 
men to work more securely. 

A break occurred on Saturday in the levee in 
front of the Barbin tract, two miles below St. 
Gabriel, occasioned by a defective rice fiume. 
The break was closed by the planters in the 
neighborhood in a few hours. Below the city 
there have been two breaks in the levees, one at 
Buras and the other about 30 feet below Socolas 
Canal. There was alsoasmall break above Oak- 
ville. They were all inconsiderable, and were 
being worked on yesterday by the planters in 
their neighborhood, and every confidence 
was felt that they would soon be 
closed. Below Kennerville, in Jefferson Parish, 
considerable work has been done by the 
Planters’ Association. In this way Sauve is 
being raised and revetted with a facing of plank. 
Sauve is a very important work to New-Orleans, 
as a break there would inundate the city, as it did 
in 1849. The water would go over the so-called 
protection levee above Carrollton. The break 
at the lower end of Sauve, which was fortunately 
taken in time, was closed, and is now being 
made secure under the direction of State 
Engineer Lewis. There are many sec- 
tions of broken revetments on the levees 
above Carrollton, caused by the late storm. 
These are also being repaired and dangerous 

laces strengthened by the city and parish au- 
horities. These levees are quite as much a pro- 
tection to the city as the levees at Carrollton, as 
a break inany of them from Camp Parapet to 
Carrollton would pour a fiood over the cross 
levee at the upper line of this city. The Talla- 
hatchee is over its banks in the neighborhood of 
Greenwood, and below that city is all under 
water. The water in the Yazoo is rising rapidly.

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CONFESSING A CONSPIRACY..-

WHAT THE ARREST OF A NOTORIOUS 
CRIMINAL LED TO. 
WARRENTON, Ga., March 17.—Several 
nights ago, in Lincoln County, the house of a 
highly respectable citizen, who was absent at the 
time, was entered by a burly black negro, who 
attempted to assault a lady. Wrenching herself 
from his grasp, she snatched up her babe and 
escaped in the darkness, having to go through 
half amileofswamp to reach the house of a 
neighbor, where an alarm was given. The wife 
had not more than gone away when the husband, 
with a neighbor, entered the front door to see a 


negro make his exit through the rear. They 
started in pursuit of him, and, after a sharp race, 
overtook him, when a fearful struggle took 
place. Finally the men bound the negro and 
took him to Lincoln Jail, where he was recog- 
nized as the ‘notorious Jack Henderson, who 
popularly credited with many crimes. The ex- 
citement following this event was intense, and a 
movement to lynch Henderson was organized, in 
which blacks as well as whites were concerned. 

So threatening did the movement become that 
Sheriff Bruce ng organized a strong posse to 
guard the jail, and with all expediency ible 
moved the prisoner to the jail in Wilkes County, 
where he would have greater security. Prom- 
inent among those who advocated lynching was 
George P. Murphy. Assoon as that fact became 
known to Henderson he confessed to a conspira- 
cy whichexplains a case of arson which was a 
sensation two years ago. For this crime Mr. 
Blanchard, one of the best citizens of the county, 
was arraigned on the testimony of Jack Hender- 
son, George P. ey! and J. N. Tarver, a white 
man. So high was Blanchard’s standing that, 
notwithstanding the positive assertions of these 
men, the poo still had full confidence in his 
innocence. Now Henderson confesses that the 
whole thing was a conspiracy. Warrants were at 
once issued for Tarverand Murphy on the charge 
of subornation of perjury. Tarver was arrested 
and put under $2,500 bonds, failing to give which 
he now languishes in jail. Murphy made his es- 
cape, but officers are after him. 


A LADY’S INSANE DELUSIONS. 


MRS. GEORGE WILCOX SENT TO THE BING- 
HAMTON INSANE ASYLUM. 

Utica, N. Y., March 17.—Mrs. George 
Wilcox, a sister of ex-United States Treasurer 
F. E. Spinner, was to-day sent from Little Falls 
to the Binghamton Insane Asylum. Mrs. Wilcox 
has been considered a little queer for a number 
of years, but she was not troublesome until re- 
cently. For some time she labored under the de- 
lusion that she was commissioned by Gov. Cleve- 
land to buy red@l estate for him in Little Falls, and 
particularly the residence of Speaker Sheard. 
At last she was satisfied that she had made 


the purchase for $13,000 and demanded posses- 
sion. She would frequently visit the house, 
and, as she said, “ according to the instructions 
of the Governor, who was sending her daily com- 
munications in regard to the transfer of the prop- 
erty,” demand possession. Once she attempted 
to forcibly dispossess the occupants by throwing 
furniture from the windows. The Governor, she 
said, directed herto pursue this course, and it 
was some time before Mrs. Sheard could pacify 
the excited woman and induce her to re- 
Last Saturday she came armed 
with a club and _ informed several per- 
sons that Mr. Cleveland - insisted upon 
her taking possession of the premises. She first 
tried the front door, which was locked, and then 
went to the side and back doors, which were also 
fastened. Not being satisfied with this she be- 
gan breaking windows in order to gain admit- 
tance. . Mrs. Sheard defended her castie witha 
broom until assistance arrived, and Mrs. Wilcox 
was quietly taken to her home. She attended 
the Presbyterian church yesterday and conducted 
herself in a proper manner.

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A TEMPERANCE FIGHT IN NY ACE. 
: Nyack,’ March 17.—An effort will be 
made in this town to-morrow to elect a temper- 
ance Excise Commissioner, and both sides are pre- 
paring actively for it. This afternoon a large 
number of the ladies helda prayer-meeting in 
the Reformed Church to pray for the success of 
the temperance movement, and much interest 
was manifested. This evening a large méeting 
was held by the Law and Order Association in 


Voorhis Hall. The temperance candidate is 
Abram Blauvelt, the conductor of the morning 
express train on the Northern New-Jersey Rail- 
road, and a strong effort is being made to elect 
him. Some of the liquor-sellers say here thatif he 
is elected they will boycott the Northern Railroad 
and use the West Shore Road, although they have 
to go a distance of two milesto reach that road, 
In some places in the town free liquor from last 
Saturday until after the election has been offered 
to those who will vote for the Democratic candi- 
date for Excise Commissioner, and it is said that 
money has been sent here from liquor-dealers in 
New-York to be used to defeat Mr. Blauvelt. 
Several saloon-keepers made a tour of the village 
on Saturday to see how much money they could 
raise here to be used in the election, but their 
efforts were not very successful. Until last year 
the liquor-sellers have always had their own way 
in regard to the granting of licenses. Last Sprin 
one temperance Excise Commissioner was elected, 
but he has been unable to do anything with two 
against him.

HOW TO TREAT TYPHOID FEVER. 

The treatment of typhoid fever was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the New-York County 
Medical Association, in the hal! of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, last evening. A paper 
upon the subject was read by Dr. George L. 
Peabody, who invited criticism and discussion 
from all members of the association. The dis- 


astrous results of admitting to the hospitals 
patients well along with the disease was shown 
to be caused chiefly by ignorance of the 
previous condition of the cases and the 
disregard paid to age and general physic- 
al condition. In the matter of food 
he advised physicians to give the typhoid fever 
patient solid food as soon as possible. A physi- 
cian in Kentucky had given solid food from the 
beginning of the sickness and had met with suc- 
cess. Concerning the reduction of temperature 
by cold water sponging, cases were cited to show 
that, with careiess sponging once an hour, a og 
tient’s temperature might remain as high as 104°. 
Unless sponging could be effectively at- 
tended to, the most satisfactory way of keeping 
a patient cool was the cold water bath. A free 
use of alcohol was advised, although in recent 
years the tendency had been to neglect it alto- 
gether. During the late war the mortality 
among fever patients in the white regiments had 
been 49 per cent., and 1n the colored regiments 56 
per cent. 

Dr. Detmold, by a series of diagrams and prac- 
tical illustrations, gave a simple remedy for 
weak ankles, knock knees, bowed legs, raised 
shoulders, and curved spines. His remedy is: 
** Apply a little common sense to the sole of the 
boot.” When the inner ankle-bone protrudes 
and causes a weak ankle, remove the weight 
from the protruding part. To dothis the sole on 
the inner side of the boot must be raised a little. 
By this means the inner ankle-bone would be 
thrown into its proper place and made strong. 
To cure knock knees raise the inner sides of the 
soles of both boots, and to straighten bowed 
legs raise the boot soles on the outer edges. In 
case the left shoulder is higher than the right, 
add a thickness of sole leather to the bottom of 
the right boot, thus lengthening theleg. Curva- 
ture of the spine in childven and young people 
may be cured in the same way.

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OBITUARY. : 
RICHARD HENGIST HORNE. 

A cable dispatch from London announces 
the death yesterday of Richard Hengist Horne, 
the poet, essayist, and critic. Mr. Horne was born 
in 1807, and was educated for the army at the Royal 
Military College of Sandhurst. He afterward en- 
tered the Mexican Navy as a midshipman, was at 
the bombardment of Vera Cruz and the taking 
of the fortress of San Juan Ulloa, and continued 
in active service until the close of the war be- 
tween Mexico and Spain. After the war he came 
to this country, visited the Mohawk, Oneida, and 


other Indian tribes, and went to Niagara, where 
he had two ribs broken under the cataract. He 
was wrecked in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and 
sailed for England ina timber ship, which took 
fire on the way, after a mutiny on board ha 
been quelled. He reached England safely after 
all these adventures, and determined to devote 
himself to literature. He published an essay, 
which attracted great attention, entitled “ Ex- 
osition of the False Medium and Barriers 
xcluding Men of Genius from the Public,” 
a tragi-comedy, which he called “The Spirit of 
Peers and People,” and several poems, prominent 
among them being “The Death of Marlowe,” 
**Cosmo de Medici,” “The Fetches,” ‘Gregory 
VII...” and “Orion.” He _ contributed prose 
articles to periodical publications almost to the 
time of his death, and his writings were very 
numerous. Among his complete works are: 
“The Poor Artist,”” ‘* The Good-natured Bear; a 
Story for Children,” ‘The Dreamer and the 
Worker,” a novel; “Prometheus, the Fire 
Bringer,” a lyrical drama. In * Judas Iscariot,” 
a Poon’ A play written by Mr. Horne, he adopted 
an idea derived from the early theologians, that 
the arch-traitor, in delivering up the Saviour to 
the Chief Priest, was anxious only to precipitate 
the triumphant vindication of his Master. Mr. 
Horne’s “Orion” was published for a farthing, 
an odd device, partly intended as a sarcasm upon 
the low estimation into which the author 
thought that epic poetry had fallen. It has 
since passed through ten editions. 
Mr. Horne went to Australia in 1852, in com- 
any with William Howitt. He was appointed 
ommander of the Gold Escort at Melbourne, 
and on his first return trip he brought down two 
tons’ weight of gold. fter this he was made 
successively Commissioner in charge of gold 
fields, a Territorial magistrate, Commissioner of 
the Yan Yean water supply, and Mining _—_ 
trar at the Blue Mountains. He returned to En- 
gland in 1871 and resumed his literary work, con- 
tributing to Fraser, Macmillan, Tem Bar, the 
London rterly, and other standard periodicals. 
In 1874 a civil list pension was awarded Mr. 
Horne by the Earl of Beaconsfield. He was 77 
years old. 


DE WITT C. GROVE. 

De Witt C. Grove died last evening at his 
residence, No. 19 Univergity-place, at the age of 
58 years. Mr. Grove was born in Utica, and com- 
menced life as a printer in that city. In 1844 he 
worked on the Gospel Messenger,a paper now 
merged in the Churchman. Subsequently, in 
conjunction with Mr. Benjamin Welch, Mr. 
Grove became connected with the Utica 
Democrat, a free soil paper, of which Mr. 


Welch was editor. In the free soil con- 
troversy of 1848 Mr. Grove took a wer active 
part, strongly upholding the movement both by 
means of his pen and by speeches. In 1849 Mr. 
Welch was elected State Treasurer and forced to 
remove to Albany, when Mr. Grove assumed the 
editorial management of the Democrat. Later 
on, when the Utica Democrat was united with 
the Observer, Mr. Grove and Mr. A. M. Beardsley 
conducted the paper together. This move was 
followed by one that made Mr. Grove sole pro- 
prietor and editor of the Observer. 

Mr. Grove took a very active part in politics. 
He was, first of all, Supervisor in Utica. Subse- 
quently he was elected Alderman, and finally 
he served two terms as Mayor of thecity. He 
was twice the Democratic candidate for Congress 
in the united district. For the last six years he 
has been living in New-York, owing to the deli- 
cate health of his wife. He, however, continued 
his business in Utica. Last year he sold out his in- 
terest in the Observer to his old friend and partner, 
Mr. E. Prentiss Bailey. He, however, owned the 
Observer Building, which was recently burned, 
and this event is said to have occasioned him 
much trouble. He liveda quiet, uneventful life 
in New-York, refusing to mix insociety. although 
he had a large number of friends. e belonged 
to the Masonic fraternity. His health for several 
years has been declining, and his death was the 
result of a gradual breaking up of the system. 
His body will be taken to Utica.

p ALBERT I. PIERCY, 

Albert I. Piercy, of No. 28 West Ninth- 
street, died of heart disease about 1 o’clock on 
Sunday morning,in the seventy-sixth year of 
his age. He was of Engiish descent, and was 
born in this city. His father, John I. Piercy, 
settled in New-York about 100 years ago, estab- 
lished a large tannery at Thirty-second-street 


and Fourth-avenue, and was the first dresser of 
morocco leather in this country. Young Piercy 
served as apprentice to a cabinet-maker in 
Brooklyn, and at the same time educated him- 
self for the Methodist ministry. About 1837 he 
began itinerant preaching, making a regular 
circuit of Peekskill, Tarrytown, est Point, 
and other places on the Hudson. He was at one 
time asked to become the —— at the West 
Point Military Academy. e afterward be- 
came Pastor of the Sullivan-Street Methodist 
Church, and subsequently of the Attorney-Street 
Church. He was a coworker with his deceased 
brother, Henry Piercy, of Brooklyn, who pub- 
lished the Emancipator in the cause of abolition. 
“He himself edited a paper called The South,” 
said one of his sons, **in which he printed his 
views. They were so strong that the circulation 
of the paper decreased so that it had to be given 
up. At the same time he preached what he 
thought from the pulpit, and on one occasion a 
mob assembled about his church in Sullivan- 
street and threatened to burn it. He was also as- 
sistant editor of the Protestant Methodist Confer- 
ence. 

About 25 years ago he retired from active serv- 
ice in the ministry, although preaching occasion- 
ally,and took charge of the New-York branch of 
theSulphur and Medicated Baths, which were in- 
troduced into this country by his brother Henry, 
of Brooklyn. The funeral services will be held 
at 1 P. M. to-morrow in the Asbury Methodist 
Church. The body will be taken to Cypress Hill

JEREMIAH LEAYCRAFT. 
Jeremiah Leaycraft, head of the firm 
of Leaycraft & Co., importers and shipping 
merchants, at No. 140 Pearl-street, died at his 
home, No. 11 West Forty-sixth-street, yesterday 
morning. For 30 years Mr. Leaycraft has been 
active in the foreign tradein this city, dealing 
rincipally with South America and the West 
ndies. He was born in Bermudain 1817, but 
early in life went to Quebec, Canada, and en- 
gagedin the mercantile business. In 147 he 
went back to the West Indies, and, underthe firm 
name of Scott & Leaycraft, carried onan extensive 
shipping trade with the United States and Canada.

ROYAL B. HANCOCK. 

Royal B. Hancock, a missionary in 
Burmah for the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, died in Rangoon on Jan. 24, at the age of 75 
years. Mr. Hancock was a native of Cambridge, 
Mass., but when a young man came to Brooklyn 
and identified himself with Baptist church work. 
He was for a long time a prominent member of 
the Bedtord-Avenue Baptist Church, but some- 
where about 1850 resolved to become a mission- 
ory: He has been very active in translating the 
Bible and many religious pamphlets into foreign 
tongues.

DREARY STATISTICS IN THE NEW-JERSEY 


i CENTRAL LEASE. 


When Roscoe Conkling arrived to take 
his part in the hearing in the suit to set aside 
the lease of the Central Railroad of New-Jersey 
to the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad yes- 
terday he shook hands very cordially with 
George R. Kaercher, the general solicitor of the 
Reading, and said: 

“St. Patrick's Day in the morning to you. Are 
you ready to goon?” 

“We are.” 

“I hoped you had been committed for con- 
tempt of court.” 

*““My colleagues may bein jail for all I know.” 

“Well, they ought to be. I shouldn’t have 
been at al) surprised to hear that you had gone 
out to gobble some more railroads.” 

‘I guess we have gotall that the Pennsylvania 
left in New-Jersey.” 

**Do you confine your efforts to New-Jersey ?”’ 

“Entirely.” 

“That’s fortunate. We shan’t have to watch 
roads outside of that State, then.” 

John Dougherty was called by Mr. Conkling 
for the plaintiff in rebuttal. He is the Controller 
of the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad and an 
expert railroad and coal accountant. He was 
connected with the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
its coal properties for years. He testified that, 
at the request of Mr. Conkling, he reviewed the 
figures in the reports of the Reading from 1869 to 
1883, and prepared a statement, which was sub- 

«mitted. Gen. Oliphant took the document and 
marked it as an exhibit. 

“Won't you kindly mark it the other way?” 
asked Mr. Conkling. ‘It seems upside down 
now. Iam something of an old fogy about those 
things. Papers marked the way you have that 
one seem to me like the Virginia rail fence which 
was described as being so crooked that every 
time a pig went to go through it the animal 
came out the same side it started from.” 

Fixing valuations by his judgment, Mr. Dourh- 
erty made the dormant liabilities of the Philadel- 
ny and Reading Railroad Company $126,375,- 

90 and the active liabilities $14.272.063 21, a to- 
tal of $140,648,024 11. The assets were computed 
as follows: Dormant, $115,592,359 38: convertible, 
$12,181,827 94; quick, $2.255,238 52. The total was 
thus made $130,028,925 84, leaving a deficiency of 
assets $10,619,098 27. The dormant liabilities 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Tron Company were figured at $69,518,469 84 
and the active liabilities at $2,461,932 62, 
a total of $71,980,302 46. The assets were figured 
as follows: Dormant, $59,280,959 34: convertible, 
$2,297,231 84: quick, $2,594,212 62. The total was 
thus made $64,172,403 80, leaving a deficiency of 
assets $7,807,892 66. The coal lands were figured 
at $2,000,000 less than the company’s value.

CHARLES F.. COGHLAN'S SALARY. 

In the action brought by Charles F. 
Coghlan, the actor, against John Stetson, 'the 
proprietor of the Fifth-Avenue Theatre, to re- 
cover salary for three weeks during which he did 


not appearin any performance, which was tried 
before Judge Cox, holding the United States Cir- 
cuit Court during the last term, an opinion was 
rendered yesterday in favor of the plaintiff. The 
defendant contended that, under the express lan- 
guage of the contract, he was not bound to pay 
plaintiff the large sum of $100 a night unless he 
actually performed. 

-. The Judge holds that while the different 
clauses of the contract, if taken separately, 
would admit of that construction, and while the 
points to sustain that view were presented by the 
defendant’s counsel with great ingenuity and 
much learning, he is compelied to decide in 
favor of the plaintiff for the reason that, 
if such an interpretation were given tothe en- 
tire contract, it would be most harsh, severe, 
and inequitable. He says that where a contract 
is obscure or ambiguous, and admits of more 
than; one construction, the court should give 
that construction which would be most equita- 
ble and reasonable; that while it is true, if the 
parties really intended what a literal reading 
of some of the clauses might imply, effect must 
be given to such intention by the court; yet if, 
from the entire contract, such intention is not 
absolutely and necessarily to be inferred, the 
court would not adopt it. The defendant’s ob- 
jection to the complaint, that the action should 
have been for damages, is sustained and leave 
given to the plaintiff, and an order is made 
amending the complaint so as to conform to the 
proof, on payment of costs.

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DEFENDING SHAM BUTTER. 
WITNESSES TO PROVE THAT OLEOMARGAR- 
INE IS A GREAT GIFT TO MAN, 

The manufacturers of sham butter were 
on the aggressive yesterday, and assailed the 
Benate Health Committee from behind stalwart 
breastworks of expert evidence. They essayed 
to prove not only that oleomargarine is a harm- 
Jess article of food, but that it is really essen- 
tial to'good health—that the children cry for it 
and the more they get the better they thrive, 
Dr. George F. Morris, Sanitary Inspector 
for the Board of Health, a _ practical 


nd mildiy positive witness, surrounded 

imself with medical books, vials and 

easures, and pulled to peers Dr. Pooler's 
estimony about cotton- -oil and nitric acid. 
Whe latter, he said, judiciously diluted, is an ex- 
ceilent appetizer, a tonic, and an aid to digestion. 
it is used very largely in the South for malarial 
troubles. The quantity used by the oleomarga- 
rine manufacturers—one-half ounce in 200 gallons 
of water—could not possibly have an injurious 
effect. It is only about one-five-hundredth of 
1 per cent., and a person might take it for a life- 
time with impunity. 

“The liquid in this bottle is five times as 
strong,” saii the doctor, “and you see I am not 
afraid to drink it.” After he had taken a couple 
of swallows he passed it to the committeemen, 
who smelled of it very timidly and put it back 
on the table. Then it was passed around among 
the manufacturers, to test their faith. 

“Would that dilution burn the hands and 
cause the nails to drop off ?” asked Senator Low. 

“ Not at all,” said the doctor, pouring it over 
his hands; “the acid would not do that except 
in its natural form.” 

The bogus butter men looked triumphant, and 
the doctor began to talk about cotton-seed-oil. 
He said that it does not possess the medicinal 
a of the root of the plantand is quite 

armiess to the system, having very much the 
same effect as olive oil. It is very much used in 
the preparation of food, sometimes instead of 
lard for frying purposes. 

“ Have you been employed by the manufact- 
urers?” asked Senator Low, somewhat puzzied 
at the positiveness of the witness. 

* With one exception I never saw a man in this 
room until to-day,” said the doctor, as he packed 
up his Jaboratory. “I did not want to come, 
but I was subpoenaed.” 

Dr. Garrett Casine said that the manufacturer 
who told the committee that nitric acid was used 
in making oleomurgarine did not know what he 
was talking about. There was no more to be 

ined from it than from using shoe blacking. 

ure ice-water is sufficient to deodorize the lard, 
though sometimes a little citric acid may be 
used. The witness has a patent process for mak- 
ing artificial butter which he sub-lets to manu- 
facturers. The product could not be sold if pure 
fats were not used—purer than the fat from 
roast beef on our tables. As to cotton-seed-oil, 
it is used extensively in the bakeries and large 
hotels. Olive butter, sold all over the country 
for cooking purposes, is nothing but cotton-seed- 
oiland lard. “ And let me say,” concluded the 
doctor, asa manufacturer helped him on with 
his coat, ** that you had better watch the dairies; 
there’s work for you. The farmers buy deodor- 
ized lard by the ton. Whatdothey want it for, 
eh? They are jealousof oleomargarine-makers 
for taking their trade. That’s what all this fuss 
is about.” 

Employes from the oleomargarine factories 
were called tosay that their health was perfect 
and that their families did not grow thin from 
eating large quantities of bogus butter. One 
dealer said: *“* My help come to me on Satur- 
days and beg for a package of butter to carry 
home with them. They like it. I could sell 1,000 

unds a week to private families if I wanted to 

ther with it.” A commission dealer with 3,000 
customers on his book, wholesale and retail, said 
that the people who buy the article for what it 
teally is are principally boarding-houses and eat- 
ing saloons. N. I. Nathan, the former employer

SKILLFUL CONVICTS FOILED. 
AN ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE FROM SING SING 
WHICH NEARLY SUCCEEDED. 

A pair of prison birds attempted to fly 
from the cage in which Warden Brush had kept 
them in Sing Sing on Sunday evening. Their 
plans had been skillfully laia, and they were 
within 10 minutes of liberty when they were dis- 
covered. John Carmody, alias Joseph Crawford, 
eccupied cell No. 839 on Seventeen Gallery, and 
Frank Riley, alias Harrison, alias Rowley, alias 
Jordan, was the occupant of No. 949. At 6o'’clock 
in the evening, while the day guards and keep- 


ers were being replaced by the night guards, 
Riley and Carmody slipped from their cells, ran 
swiftly up two flights of stairs and to the north 
end of the highest gallery, where, turning a cor- 
ner, for a time they were safe from interruption. 
They then jumped up .on a coal-box and, with 
tools carried with them, ripped off two boards in 
the ceiling. They then hoisted themselves u 

into the space between the ceiling and the roof. 
They had sawed through a beam 10 inches broad 
by 4 1n thickness, apd were just about to cut 
through the outer ee of the roof when 
Keeper Bronson told them they had better come 
down and defer their departure until they could 
oy out of tbe reguiar doorways, and not risk 

heir necks by descending from the roof. 

The convicts were taken completely by sur- 
prise  d their detection, and sullenly came down 
trom the loft. They were marched to Principal 
Keeper Connaughton’s office, where they were 
searched. In their pockets and in the loft they 
had quitted were found two saws, a large and 
simall one, several screw-drivers, two jimmies, 
one a foot and a half and the other a foot long, a 
large brace, and several bits, several augers, a 
long rope with which they had intended to lower 
themselves to the ground, and a piece of board 
with six screws in it. Their purpose was to tie 
the rope around this, and then screw it tightly to 
the roof. 

It was discovered also that both prisoners 
had on citizens’ clothes under their stripes 
and that they bad provided themselves with 
stout gloves to keep the rope from cutting their 
hands whiie descending to the ground. They 
were locked up in dark rooms and a visit paid to 
their cells. Here a half-dozen lock-picks and 
skeleton keys were found. With the brace and 
bits and jimmies they had cut off the boiler-iron 
back of the locks to their cells, and then easily 
opened the doors with the skeleton keys at the 
proper time. The officials say the work, from 

ginning to end, was done in the most skillful 
manner. Their tools they had stolen from the 
various shops where they worked. It is not 
known how they got the citizens’ clothes. Riley 
had rigged up a dummy in his cell out of a pair 
pf prison trousers and a new blanket.

' THE CITY’S EXPENSIVE YEAR. 
THE INCREASED APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE 
DEPARTMENTS, 

Controller Grant has caused to be pre- 
pared for the use of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment a statement showing in detail 
the increase in the appropriations for the present 
year over those of 1883. The principal item of 
increase is on account of State taxes, mainly in 
consequence of freeing the canals, which 
amounts to $1,033,607 53. Asylums, reforma- 
tories, and charitable institutions,due to in- 
crease in the number of inmates, called 
for $64,796 42 additional, and for the re- 
demption of the city debt, on account of 
annual installments paid into the sinking fund 
to provide for the payment of stocks and 
bonds at their maturity, $166,994 62 additional 
was required. The Board of Education swal- 
lowed up $681,950 additional, and the Department 
of Public Works secured a net increase of $222,- 
166. In that department there were reductions 
amounting to $189,500, and the increase is ac- 
counted for by Srna for the bridge at 
Fourth-avenue and Ninety-eighth-street, for gas- 
lamps ‘and electric lighting, for water-pipes in 
West and South streets, and for general repairs 
to water-pipes, for the completion of Wasbing- 
ton Market, for repairs and renewals of pave- 
ments, for heating the City Hall by steam, for 
steam rollers, for supplies and for cleaning pub- 
lic buildings, for reconnecting water-pipes with 
the Forth-second-street reservoir. for repairs of 

ublic buildings, for the water supply for the 

wenty-fourth Ward, and for street surveys. 

The net increase of the appropriations for the 
Department of Public Charities and Correction 
amounts to $268,105 10. It is accounted for by 
the purchase of lands on Ward’s Island, by the 
building of an addition to the Tombs, by appro- 
priations for repairs to the Insane Asylum 
on Ward's Island, for a new steam-boat, 
for increased compensation to employes, 
for “driven wells” on MHart’s Island, and 
for a of ——, schools for nurses 
at the Charity Hospital. The Park Department 
uses $137,800 more than last year in salaries for 
pa. for labor and maintenance, for complet- 
ng roads in Central Park, for a new skating 
building, for draining and irrigating, and for 
construction, surveying, and music. The Police 
Department absorbs $175,404 61 more than last 
year, and it givesin return 50 additional! police- 
men. The salaries of patrolmen, detective 
Sergeants, and other officers have been increased, 
A new station-house and prison for the Twenty- 
eighth Precinct is also to be built. 

he total increase for the Fire Department is 
$100,384 20, and it is expended for additional 
force in the Bureau of Inspection of Public 
Buildings, for enlarging the force of firemen, 
and for other purposes. The Health Depart- 
ment stands alone in its economy, the appvropria- 
tion this year being ,050 less than last year. 
The Department of Street-cleaning has ,000 
more to provide more effectually for the removal 
of snow and ice from the principal thorough- 
fares. The Finance Department spends $22,000 
additional for increased salaries and additional 
clerks, and the Judiciary has found $23,400 addi- 
tional necessary on account of the salaries for 
the new Judges of the Supreme Court. 

Besides the foregoing items there are several 
others requiring appropriations for 1884, the 
= of which are as follows: To refund to 
nsurance and trust companies taxes decided b 
the courts as levied erroneously in the years 1878, 
1879, and 1880, $205,000; for awards for lands taken 
for Gansevoort Market, $83,060 93; for judgments, 
geeeens more for 1884 than was appropriated for 
883; for employment of expert accountants for 
the Grand Jury of the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner, $20.000: for the celebration of Evacuation 
Day, $20,000; for the preservation of public 
records in the offices of the Register, County 
Clerk, and Surrogate, under a special act of the 
Legislature, an increase of 175. The total in- 
crease for the year is $3,369,879 81. Of thisamount 

,018,646 91 was obligatory upon the Board of 
istimate and Apportionment. The Board hada 
limited discretion over $1,350,732 90. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN APARTMENT-HOUSES 
An innovation which deserves imitation, 

as well as encouragement, has been made by 
Messrs. J. J. McComb, J. F. Navarro, and their 
associates in the Central Park apartment-houses 
enterprise. Instead of waiting for the Fire De- 
partment to discover defects of construction in 
the buildings, these gentlemen beforehand in- 
vited an inspection and examination, with a view 
to carrying out any suggestion that might be 
made, the aim being to have the edifices thor- 
oughly fire-proof. In the case of buildings less 
admirably constructed this would have been an 
expensive thing to do. In the present instance 
it showed that the builders had left nothing un- 
done, as the subjoined correspondence shows:

A NEW MOTOR AND A NEW CONDUIT COM- 
PANY ORGANIZED.
